January 4-Harigname Airport, France-A watchman reported see¬ 
ing a disc land. Small scra^ps of metal were found at the same 
spot where the object had landed.*' 

January 7-Dieppe, France-A mysterious explosion rocked the 
area, breaking vrindov/s, blasting open doors, and vmking inhabi¬ 
tants. Several minutes preceding the explosion, an unusual flash 
was observed in the sky up to 50 aEles distant. A railwayman at 
Ore hies, nes.r the Belgian border, saAd he saw a flaring disc in 
the sky moving a great speed at the time of the Dieppe explosion. 


February 15-Coniston, Sngland-The famous Coniston was seen 
and photographed by young Stephen Darbishire.* 

February 18-Scotland-Cedric Allingham, professional orni¬ 
thologist and an amateur astronomer, saw saucer land, and a man 
jump out who was supposedly from Mars. 


March 24-Fresno, Calif.-A large metallic-looking disc fol- 
lov/ed a plane carrying Harold S. Talbott, Secretary of the Air 
Force. The saucer appeared to be about 1000 feet under and an 
equal distance behind the plane when it v/as witnessed by the 
entire crevj. The Secretary ordered the crew to turn around and 
chase the disc, tut a-s soon as the plane turned, the thing shot 
away at tremendous speed. 


May 20-Bruton, Engla^nd-Nigel Fra.pple was cj^cling home at 2 
a.m. when he saw "a terrific light in a field nearby." He lay 
in a hedgerov/ and vmtehed the saucer four or five minutes, and 
then went forv/ard to vfithin 25 jrards of the thing while it was 
hovering. Then it made off atgreat speed, practically silent 
except for a slight sv/ishing sound.

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June 30-Goose Bay, Labrador-Seven weird black flying objects 
trailed a British Overseas Ain^^ays Corporation for 80 miles.* 


II II l-Los Angeles, Calif.-Mrs. H. V. Goodell W3.s aboard a 

_V street car when she saw "a large silver-surfaced craft hover¬ 
ing in the southeast.'' It v/as shaped like a huge, elongated egg. 

^July 2-Garson, Ontario-A nickel miner claimed he saw an odd 
looking space ship, with portholes 3.nd 25 feet in diameter, come 
hurtling down where he was working, and three 13 -foot monsters 
emerge from it. 

July l4-3t. Louis, Mo.-Five employees of the McDonnel Air¬ 
craft Corporation sighted an irregular-shaped milky-white cloud¬ 
like substance, described as about tv'o feet across and a foot 
thick. The weird, amorphous mass was near the ground, was seen 
from a distance of 200 ft. or less. 


August 8-The vforld's first flying saxicer observ 3 .tory near 
Ottav/a, Canada, observed its first saucer. Jilbur Smith v/as on 
duty when the gravimeter picked up something unexoected and 
evidently unexplainable, and activated an alarm bell system. He 
rushed to the gravimeter and found that the line drawn by the 
instrument's electronically operated pen had made a deflection 
vastly greater and more pronounced than ever before. After watch¬ 
ing the instrument a fev/ seconds. Smith ran outside to see what 
was causing the excitement, but the overcast v/as dov/n to 100 feet, 
and whatever was up there and activating his instruments, could 
not be seen, 

August 25 -Oslo, Norway-Two women claim they not only had a 
close look at a flying saucer, they talked to its ''dark-skinned 
long-haired pilot. 

August 27-3t. Louis, Mo.-A Navy officer stationed at the Mc¬ 
Donnel Aircraft Corporation plant sav/ a black object v/hlch he 
estimated to be eight or ten feet in diameter, 1000 feet high, 
and traveling about 230 mph. Three other v/itnesses also watched 
the object disappear, after three or four minutes, traveling 
against the v/ind. 

August 27-Boston Creek, Ontario-Bill Supa reported that at 
dusk on the evening of August 27 th he sa,v/ a "machine v/hich seemed 
to have no wings" come dov/n to land about one mile from where 
he stood. when he v/as only 200 yards from the object, it rose 
into the air very rapidly and he v/3.s uns^ble to determine how it 
v/as propelled. 

August 30-North Bay, 0nt3.rio-A 40-ye3.r-old mess orderlv 
told of seeing what is probably the most complicated UFO thus 
far seen. Four others also saw the object which is too compli¬ 
cated to try and describe here. 


September ?-New uezlco-A mysterious fireball flashed across 
six New Mexico cities and in Sante Fe v/as seen by hundreds of 
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spectators at a high school football game. Dr. Lincoln La Paz, 
meteorologist at the University of Ne\ir Mexico, said the object 
was not a meteorite nor an ordinary fireball. 

September 10-Q,uarouble, France-An oblong machine about 10 
feet long landed on a railroad track, narius Dewilde, a farmer, 
walked toward the machine and was paralyzed b^r a green light. 

September 10-PTateau of Millevaches, France-A farmer met a 
small, mysterious stranger, wearing something like a crash helmet. 
The visitor entered a cigar-shaped ship which took off V7ith a 
buzzing sound. 

September lO-Nevraygo, Mich.-Two Consumers Power Company em¬ 
ployees said they v;atched three jet planes chase a "large shining 
object" speeding westward at a great height. 

September IT-Rome, Italy-The Air Ministry tried to calm 
thousands of excited Romans v7ho reported seeing a "cigar-shaped 
flying saucer" traveling across the sky. The saucer vas tracked 
for thirty minutes by rada.r.* 

September 22-lonia, Mich.-A pair of telescope-equipped 
amateur astronomers reported to civil defense officials they 
tracked three glowing but unidentified objects, v;htch traveled 
across the sky at extreme height and tremendous speed. 

September 24-Gardunha Mountains, Portugal-Three peasants were 
startled by a fast-flying sphere which landed in a field 200 yards 
from them. Two small creatures emerged and started collecting 
glass in a brightly polished box. Then, the sphere took off 
vertically and rapidly disappe3.red. 

September 26-Bridgeport, Calif.-Five police officers reported 
seeing an object, shooting flames of red, green, orange, and blue, 
move and stop, rise and drop, before emitting a brilliance 
greater thani any of them had ever seen. 

September 30-i-j-eAsonalles, France-Two roa.d workers saw a 
flying mushroom" eight feet wide land briefly nearby. Next 
morning three deep imprints were found in the ground. 

September 30-Dearborn, Mich.-Lavrrence Cardenas reported he 
savi a flying saucer and its occupants, little men wearing green 
suits, on the roadside as he was going to v/ork. 


October ?-Royal Oak, Mich.-A woman and two girls saw a flat, 
silver object hanging motionless in the sky. It suddenly flipped 
up on edge, became a round orange disc and took off across the 
sky at an incredible speed. 

October 5-Pari3, France-A roadworker, bicycling to V 7 ork, 
noticed an unusual looking creature cli-mbing out of a 30-foot 
cigar. /.iPter the machine had departed, an investigation of the 
spot revealed skid-marks on the grass and a strange milky sub- 
st amice. 
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October 12-Los Angeles, Calif.-A man reported seeing a fly¬ 
ing saucer land in MacArthur park and "a little man in a white 
suit get out." 

October 20-Detrott, Mich.-A group of DFSC officials reported 
seeing a flying saucer hover overhead and then zoom off. 

October 25-Yugoslavta-Authortties viere making a "serious' 
investiga^tion" of shiny "ellipoidal" objects v/hich zipped through 
the skies over this country, trailing bluish tails, for a half 
an hour. 

October 31-Rome, Italy-Glare Booth Luce reported seeing a 
flying saucer over the city. 


November ll-Louisville, Ky.-A jet tried to track a saucer over 
this_city _The shiny object caught the eye of thousands of persons 
leaving their jobs in the area. 

November 22-Duluth, Minn.-Authorities sought confirmation of 
numerous reports that a multicolored object with a flaming tail 
crashed to earth 40 'miles vrest of here.

RECENT DSVSLOPixENTB 

(Reprinted from Weird Bcienc e- Fantasy 's Flying Saucer Report) 

On March 1st and again on March 26th, 1954, the United States exploded 
tv;o collossal H-Bombs. 

It was after the 1947 Atomic Bomb tests at Alamagordo, that "Flying 
Saucers made their appearance, 

Vifhat will the H-Bomb tests bring? More saucers? More sightings? 
Perhaps landings? Actual contacts? 

One thing is certain. If there is any possibility of this, the Air 
Force should be preparing us Instead of white-washing the facts.' 

If there is nothing to the "flying saucers," why was a meeting held 
on v/ednesday, February 17, 1954, in Los Angeles between representatives 
of the nation's airlines and Military Air Transport Service (MATS) to 
discuss implementation of "The Cir’vus Plan"? 

The source for the above information also told that between five and 
ten flying saucer sightings are being made every night by commercial air 
line pilots. 

If there is nothing to the "flying saucers," why did Dr. Clyde Tom¬ 
baugh instruct his staff at White Sands recently, "Practice estimating 
distances and speeds of objects flying through the skys, and in the next 
few months, be on the lookout for an increase in UFOs! 

This same Dr. Clyde Tombaugh, the man who discovered the planet Pluto, 
and Dr. Lincoln LaPaz, Director of the Institute of neteorics, are presently 
engaged in a secret government search for tiny satellites that are known to 
be circling the Earth. They are employing special telescope-cameras that 
sweep the sky and are able to photograph high-speed bodies invisible to 
the naked eye. 

Are these tiny satellites the launching platforms—the refueling 
bases—for the flying saucers that have been observing earth closely^^for 
the past seven years? 
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In Ottawa;, Ga^naJa, Project -"Magnet,'' the flying saucer investigation 
agency for the Canadian government, tried an experiment. They fastened a 
500,000 candle-pov/er aircraft flare inside an aluminum cone s,nd suspended 
the cone under a large v/eather balloon so that the flare, when set off 
would illuminate, the underside of the balloon. At 5000 feet, when the’ 
balloon v/as over an area of the city where there were two drive-in theaters 
and a stadium ja^mmed with people wa.,tching a night baseball game, the flare 
went off. 

The effect was as if a lighted disc had suddenly appeared in the sky. 
Not one call came in reporting the incident. 

A spokesman stated, "it's obvious why so few people are seeing flying 
saucers.' People just don't look up into the skyi"

THE FOUR MOST IMPORTANT SIGHTINGS OF 1954 

-Flying Cigar Over Rome- 
(Reprinted from "The Saucerlan") 

What attracted newsman Michael Chinigo's attention was the strange 
sound the object made as it passed overhead. . 

"The sound from this object was not the usual whine of a jet plane or 
the droning of an ordinary plane. Rather it was like approaching thunder, 
but with a staccato effect, a series of explosions that grew louder as the 
the object got closer. 

"This vas followed by a dead silence as the 'thing' stopped, or appear¬ 
ed to, at a height of about- five or six thousand feet.^ 

That was the description Chinigo gave of the immense flying cigar which 
puzzled the Italian Air Force and was seen by thousands of citizens over 
Rome on the night of September 17. 

It wasn't so much a cigar, but that was the only way it could be de¬ 
scribed, apparently. The Defense Department described it as a "clipped 
cone" with a smaller surface on the bottom, or as two semi-circular disks, 
one bigger than the other, with the bigger one on top. 

To Chinlngo it looked more like an "inverted sawed-off cone." Other 
observers said the object was silver-colored on one side and red on the 
other. The Observatory at Ciampino said it had a large antenna amidships. 

After appearing to hover for several minutes, it shot upward at enor¬ 
mous -speed, trailing milky-white smoke from the rear. 

Technicians at Ciampino Airfield outside Rome alerted the air watch 
center at Fractica Di Mare near Rome's Ostia Beach, which picked up the 
"cigar" at 6:40 p.m. and held it on its radar screen until 7:20. Radar 
operators said the object flew at 3,600 feet along a 15 -mile stretch above 
the Mediterranean Coast west of Rome, traveling toward the northeast. 

Air Force officials disclaimed knowing whether Italy is experimenting 
with a type of plane similar to that seen, and the Italian Defense Ministry 
ordered the country's radar stations to be on the alert for further trace 
of the weird object. 


-Mystery Object Lands At French Airport- 
(Reprinted from "Saucers") 

Military authorities are secretly investigating the story of the un¬ 
identified flying object observed on January 4th, 1954, at the Marigname 
Airport in France. During the night, guard M. Chesnaux saw the strange 
luminous disc land, bound several times--as a plane would do—then stand 
still on the landing field. Shining in the dai’k of the night, M. Chesnaux 
ran inside a hangar close by to call the control tower. While he was 
phoning, the mysterious object disappeared. The guard was laughed at. 

But in the morning--when the ground was carefully examined--small 
scraps of metal were found at the same spot where the object had landed. 
These iron-like fragments were about 15 Inches long, curled up at one end 
and v/ith a little ball the size of a marble s.t the other end, which was a 
dark gray. These a.re being secretly analyzed by the French Government.

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^ A saucer stor^'', and a convincings if blurred photgraphs came out of 
jingland. Thlrteen-yee^r-old Stephen Dartishlre's photograph of a saucer 
looked quite like the George Adamskl photographs. 

It v/as on the morning of February 15s 1954, that young Stephen, of 
Conlston, Lancashire, seemed to have an uncontrollable urge to climb a hill 
behind his home. He and his eight-year-old cousin, Adrian Nyer, went up 
the hill, taking a small camera along in the hope of taking bird pictures, 
since bird watching was his principal hobby. 

suddenly Adrian shouted, "Look at th3.t thing.'" And there it was, com¬ 
ing from the direction of the sun--a strange silvery round object. It de- 
scended to ea.rth about a hundred yards awaj and disappea.red behind some 
rising ground, came into view again a lew seconds later. Then it suddenly 
tipped up on its side and shot up into the sky v/ith a swishing sound, the 
only noise it had made during its appearance. 

II excitement, investigation showed Stephen had set his camera on 

bulb instead of the intended 1/25 second, and had taken about a one- 
second exposure. x^is a result, the picture was blurred. 

It was a solid metal-like thing with a dome, portholes, and three 
bumps or landing domes underneath. In the center the underne8.th was darker 
and pointed like a cone. At first three portholes were visible, but then 
it turned slightly and we saw four. There was v/ha,t looked like a hatch on 
top of the cabin dome." 


-"Flying Jellyfish" Sighted- 
(Reprinted from "The Saucerian") 

American and British Air Force Intelligence officers studies a log 
book of Capt. Ja.mes Howard, pilot of a British Overseas Airways Corporation 
airliner bound from Nev^ York to London. It described seven weird black 
flying objects that had trailed the plane for 80 .miles on June 30th near 
Goose Bay, Labrador. 

The strange story of what he and his crew and some of his passengers 
witnessed .19,000 feet over the Atlantic is told in extracts from the log 
book: 

At 0.105 G.i’-i.T, on June 30 about 150 nautical miles southv/est of 
Goose Bay. Height 19,000 feet, flying in clear weather above a layer of 
low cloud, noticed on our port beam a number of dark objects at approxi¬ 
mately the same altitude as our aircraft. I drew the attention of the 
first officer to them. He said he had just noticed them too." 

Howard then saw they were moving along a track roughly parallel to the 
plane and keeping the same speed. Goose Bay radioed there were no other 
aircraft in the area. It v/as 0107 G.i-i.T. as the log book continued: 

During this time the shape of the large object changed slightly, also 
the position of the smaller ones relative to the big one. Some moved ahead, 
some behind. The first officer then told Goose Bay what we w^ere watching 
and they said they would send a fighter to investigate." 

The large object continued to change shape, as the entire group still 
moved along with the plane, about five .mi.les av/ay, possibly much more, 

Hov/ard estimated. The crew also watched the objects. 

"All were agreed they never saw anything like it before. At about 
0120 G.X...T. the fighter reported he was approaching and the objects im¬ 
mediately began to grovi indistinct until only one was visible. This grew 
smaller and finally vanished at 0123 G.ix.T., still at the same bearings 
from us." ^ 

All who watched the objects are sure that the l 3 .rge one, at any rate, 
was no sort of winged aircraft. The small ones were just dots. They left’ 
no vapor trails, no lights were seen, just black silhouettes."

Comic Challenges Air Force 

In the December issue of "V/eird Science-Fantasy," a comic book pub¬ 
lished by the Fables Publishing Company of Nev; York, the editors challenged 
the United States Air Force stating they believe that the A.F. has con¬ 
stantly contradicted itself in reports on flying saucers and that they are 
confusing the public in a dangerous manner. 

Deputy Commander Says Saucers Exist 

Leonard Stringfield, Editor of Newsletter from Civilian Research, 
Interplanetary Flying Objects, out of Cincinnati, Ohio, stated that during 
a phone conversation with Lt. Colonel John J. O'Mara, Deputy Commander of 
Air Force Intelligence at Wright-Pa.tterson Field, Dayton, Ohio, v/here re¬ 
ported saucer research has been going on for some time. Colonel O'i'iara said, 
"Flying saucers do exist and past contradictions v/ere unfortunate." He 
in effect admitted (1) that saucers are interplanetary, and (2) that the 
U.3. also has saucer-like craft in the skies. 

MSC Doctor Predicts World's End and Rescue By Flying Saucers 

Dr. Charles A. Laughead, former staff physician a-t the Michigan State 
College Hospital predicted that the world would end December 21st and that 
he would be rescued by Martians in flying saucers. vvlien this prediction 
fell through, he foretold that he would be picked up by his "outer space 
brothers" on Christmas during a Christmas carol sing on a front lawn. This 
prediction failed to come true, also. 

Frank Edwards Fired 

Frank Sdv/ards, saucerenthusiastic newscaster, was dismissed by his 
sponsor, the American Federation of Labor. Many jumped to the conclusion 
that his frequent references to flying saucers was the reason, but apparen¬ 
tly the disks viere not a major factor. 

Russia Comments On Saucers 

Although Russia ha.s not yet claimed to have invented flying saucers 
first, they came up v/ith a solution to the mystery of what the saucers are. 
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The eaucers represent an "American plot" developed by war mongers to scare 
the people into another war, according to the Soviet newspaper, RED STAR. 

"Project a" Comes to an End 

Dr. Jarren Hickman, dean of Ohio Northern University, threw up his 
hands on saucers, announced that "Project A," set up within the University 
to reach some solution to the mystery, was no more. To forestall the flood 
of letters expected from people who would feel the Project has been closed 
on request of the Government "or some other organization," Hickman stated 
such was not the case in a special bulletin announcing the closing. Hickman 
said the reason for closing v/as lack of further information needed for re¬ 
search. The Project had asked saucer organizations for loan of their files, 
but except for one case had received no replies. Also, some of the saucer 
organizations had closed, and their files were apparently unavailable. An 
important fact is that Hickman, in ringing down the curtain, isn't pooh- 
poohing saucers: "The information received by Project A indicated that a 
sizeable fraction of the total sightings throughout the country were sight¬ 
ings made of material objects. These material objects were not standard 
aircraft." 

Leslie "Proves" Photographs Authentic 

Desmond Leslie, co-author with George Adamski of FLYING SAUCERS HAVE 
LANDED, said he proved the authenticity of Adamski's photographs used in 
the book by the use of an "a,ura biometer," a strange device that allegedly 
can analyse objects In a photograph and determine their composition. Work¬ 
ing on saucer photographs, Leslie declared most of the saucers were metal, 
possible an iron alloy, and that the radiations indicated living things 
v/ere piloting them. Photogra.phs of the Coniston Saucer and the Adamski 
saucer yielded the same radiations, Leslie was able to unmask one "fake" 
picture wherein the saucer turned out to be an ordinary rock.

We neither condone nor refute psychism or extra-sensory preception. 

We do not go into it in our saucer researches. 

A .recent Detroit newspaper editorial stating, that "the space brothers 
had lost casue with the editor, automatically puts all saucer researchers 
in the public eye because the press has not bothered to properly analyze 
the situation and represent it fairly. 

There are over 1500 volunteer civl.lian saucer researchers in Detroit 
and surrounding areas. Eome of us have gone into personal financial debt 
because our own physical saucer experiences were of such substantia.l and 
serious nature that we feel that all that can be known about flying saucers 
should be knovm. 

It would appear, under the circumstances, tha,t we are an i’^nored 
minority. 

Dr. Laughead was one tndivtdua.1 who, in his enthusia.sm to find out all 
he could about saucers, used bad judgement and did wha,t all of us have 
probably done at one time or another: allov/ed his ego to be appealed to by 
what he felt were authentic messages coming to him Cfrom psychic sources). 
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More and more, too many people of Integrity are seeing unusual things 
to discount them all. That individual, who feels free to judge another's 
reasoning, because he, himself, has not seen a saucer, deserves to have a 
tremendous sighting, all by himself, with no one to substantiate his story 
The editors who refuse to fairly differentiate between the Laughead's 
"grievlous human error" and the physical research that is being done by 
civilians everywhere deserve a like fate. 



SOPIE FACTS ABOUT "FLYING SAUCERS HAVE LANDED" 


Part I 

- by James W. Moseley - 

This article, which is appearing in serial form in the SENTINEL 
was written by James W. Moseley and originally appeared in his 
excellent saucerzlne, NEXUS (see page nine). It is reprinted here 
by special permission of Mr. Moseley. 

During the past few years, several dozen accounts have been given con¬ 
cerning alleged landings on this Planet by space ships, i.e., flying saucers 
from other worlds. It is my intention in the following article to consider 
in detail the most widely publicized of these stories, namely, the one told 
by Mr. George Adamski. This tale is given in detail in FLYING SAUCERS HAVE 
LANDED (British Book Center, published 1953). 

There are others besides myself v/ho have studied the Adamski story, and 
their conclusions vary according to their own particular "bent" and also 
according to how thoroughly and how open-mindedly they have studied the 
evidence. To two of these fellov/ researchers - namely Mr. Jerrold Baker and 
Mr. John Pitt of Surrey, England - I am deeply indebted for some of the 
material I am about to present. I am also indebted for some of the material 
I am about to present. I am also indebted to other Informants whom I am 
not at liberty to name. But in all due modesty, I must say that to the best 
of my knowledge very few researchers have made as complete a survey of the 
Adamski tale as I have. I have traveled personally through Arizona and 
California, interviewing all the principals mentioned in the story (vrLth the 
exception of Mrs. Bailey), and through interviews and lengthy correspondence 
I have made it my business to obtain all possible details concerning the 
"inside story" of Adamski's portion of FLYING 3AUCER3 HAVE LANDED. There¬ 
fore, I now proceed to give you - not opinions - tut to the best of m^’' 
knowledge and ability, facts , fully mindful of the libel laws which compel 
me not to deviate from the truth. 

Point One: Taking these points more or less in the the order of their 
occurrence in the narrative, the first objection I raise is that Mr. Bloom, 
of the Point Loma Navy Laboratory, stated to me on the phone when I v/as in 
San Diego that he has been grossly misquoted in FLYING SAUCERS HAVE-LANDED. 
In particular, he claimed to have no knov/ledge whatsoever of a saucer 
landing in Mexico City. 

Point Two: In the book is the following statement by Adamski: "if 
these (saucers) v^ere secret experimental military devices, I would not be

allowed to copyright my photographs and send them so publicly through the 
mails.. And I sent a set of them to V/right-Patterson Air Force Base. In 
the interests of national security they would have stopped me, if I was 
photographing our own secret craft. They never have.” - This statement is, 
in all probability, true; but the same arguments vj^ould apply if Adamskl was 
photographing extra-terrestial craft, if we are to assume that there are 
extra-terrestial aircraft in our atmosphere, and that the Air Force does 
not vrant details or proof in regard to these objects to be given out to the 
public. The obvious conclusion is that Ade^mski is not photographing any 
sort of craft at all, that the Air Force knov/s this, and therefore does not 
bother him. (Note: Adamskl has run into difficulty with "officialdom” only 
once, as far as I know, and that was for circulating among a group of 
intimates” a ridiculous letter purporting to show that certain military 
officials back up the authenticity of his story and photos). 

Point Three: v/hen I first read FLYING 3AUC1R3 HA VI LANDED, I was 
impressed by the fact that Adamskl's story was backed up by four people 
(the Baileys and the Viilllamsons) v/hom Ada.mski knew only slightly. Although 
the text does not explicitly say so, I came to the conclusion (as many 
other readers did, no doubt), that these four were impartial, reasonably 
conservative, well educated people, not prone to indulge in hoaxes or to be 
easily svrayed by a hoax perpetrated upon themselves. I learned, however, 
from my own investigations, that all four were already ardent "believers” 
before^they made the Nov. 20th contact, and that none had any particular 
educational advantages that would qualify them as expert and/or impartial 
observers. In particular, V/illiamson, though a pleasant enough young man, 
admits that he has no degree entitling himself to be called "doctor”, even 
though he allows himself to be caAled "Dr. '.villiamson” throughout the book 
- just as Adamskl among his friends and admirers (though not in the book), 
is known affectionately as "professor”, v/ithout benefit of any degree. Put 
together, I think these facts add up to an entirely new picture of Ada^mski 
and his six witnesses. 'When we remember that two of Adamski's witnesses 
were close personal friends (one the owner of the property where he lives 
and the other his secretary), and when we find that none of the othe-r- four 
can be called either impartial.OR .objective, then, I believe, a new light 
is thrown on the whole situation. ^ 

Point Four; The photographs: (Here I) quote a few of the remarks 
made by Arthur C. Clarke in the Journal of the British Interplanetary 
Boclety", March 1954: 

"Mr. Adamskl's hobby is photographing flying saucers, and he is un¬ 
doubtedly the most successful at this interesting art..,.There are (in the 
book) several close-ups of space ships, leaving no doubt that they are 
artifacts. The uncanny resemblance (of the "scout ships") to electric 
light fittings with table tennis balls fixed underneath them has already 

been pointed out.To us, the perspective is all wrong, and though this 

is a qualitative Impression perhaps not susceptible to rigorous proof, 
the pictures seem to be of small objects photographed from very close up 
and not of a large object seen through a telescope. _ ■. 

Many people, including, we suspect, Mr/ Adamski, do not realize 
that a large object seen through a telescope bringing it to within 20 feet 
looks quite different from the object itself 20 feet away...., 

"We have a much more serious comment, however, to make on photograph 
#3, v/hich purports to show a fleet of saucers taking off from the moon. - 
Alas, something has gone wrong here. Vv'e vrould like Mr. Adamski to account 
for the fact that one of his saucers appears to be inside the telescope , 
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This vrould not he 3,pparent to anyone who was unacquainted with lunar geo¬ 
graphy, tut an inspection of the background shov/s that the line of saucers 
Is. not clear of the Moon's edge - as appears at first sight, tut extends 
off the field of view of the lens altogether . It is odd to say the least 

that Mr. Mda,mski' s discriminating telescope Is able to see a saucer and to 

Ignore the Moon shining around It." 

Getting tack to the "scout ships", I was told by an eminent rocket 
engineer in Los Angeles that he had descovered the letters "G.E." for 
General Electric on the "landing gear" of the "scout ship" pictured in 

the book. These letters were found ty blowing an original print of the 

photo to several times its normal size, and examining It carefully with a 
magnifying glass. I have every confidence in the Integrity of the scientist 
who gave me this information, but it seems to me, on second thought, that 
even Adamskl would not make such a crude mistake as this evidence would 
indicate. I therefore a.u inclined to believe that the "landing gear" are 
actually ping pong balls rather than light bulbs, though there is room for 
argument here. 

Point Five: Disagreement among vfitnesses: At least one of Adamskl's 
six sworn witnesses no longer upholds the account as presented In the book. 
Mr. A1 Bailey, who is a railroad worker in hinslow, Arizona, told me in a 
personal interview that he did not see the space man vrith whom Adamskl 
talked, nor did he see the "scout ship" that allegedly landed on the desert. 
He did see the "mother ship", and some flashes of light in the direction 
where Adamskl was supposed to be during the contact. To the best of his 
knowledge, no one else present saw any more than he did. Furthermore, a 
drawing in the book, supposedly made by Alice V/ells v/hile watching Adamskl. 
and the Visitor through binoculars, could not in Bailey's opinion have been 
made from that distance (l.e., s^bout a mile away), nor ^^fa^ it made that day 
as far as he knov/s. Although Bailey admits tha,t Adamskl' s account is not 
true in all details, he feels that Adamskl' s contact miay actually have 
taken place, though he himself cannot vouch for It. I therefore feel that, 
if a hoax was Involved, Mr. Bailey was duped rather than being in on it, 
for he further states that he believes that the advance text of the book 
sent him by .Adamskl, and on the basis of which he made his sworn statement, 
was not the same text actually used in FLYING SAUCERo E;1VS LANDED. 

These points are further borne out by a letter from Bailey to Mr. 

Baker, dated June 1st, 1954, from v/hich I now quote: "l am well aware of 
the placement and disposition of all aiembers of the party that day (Nov. 
20th, 1952 ). I also feel sure that no one sav/ any more than I did. There 
is a possible exception and it is this: at the time of returning to the 
spot where the alleged footprints were. Just what transpired then, I have 
no v/ay of knowing nor did I make any inquiries at the time... There is a 
remote chance that during this interval he too saw the spaxe man...I will 
no longer place myself on record to back up or refute anj^one in such 
a controversial escapade age.in with no better proof than was mine at that 
time. " 


Point Six: Mr. Al Chop, who, it has been noted, is quoted at length 
in the appendix of the book, to.ld me in a personal interviev.r that he is 
misquoted, and that he has considered suing Mr. Adamski because of this 
fact. oimilarly, in a phone conversation with me, pev Marley denied having 
made the statements attributed to him, and also denied the rumor, circulated 
by Adamskl and a few of his admirers, that Marley had blown up one of 
Adamski's "scout ship" photos and found, in the blow-up, the head of a man 
looking out of one of the "portholes". 
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Point Seven: Burning questions left unanswered ty the book; How did 
the Venusian's footprints turn out so well on desert sand, in an area in 
which, according to a V/est Coast informant, there had been no rain for 
several months? 

In the book Adamski sa.ys that America^n aircraft were seen overheard on 
several occasions during the Nov. 20th contact. These planes were apparently 
trying to catch the mother ship and the 'scout ship". Why, therefore 
were the saucers not_reported by the pilots of these aircraft? (if any’ 
such confirmatory evidence were available, Adamski would have it; and the 
fact that he does not have it, seems to Indicate that there were no air¬ 
planes overhead that day). 

If the space man was indeed from Venus, how was he able to defy every 
scientific principal by existing so easily and comfortably in the Earth's 
atmosphere, since it is a well known fact that the atmosphere, etc., on 
Venus is entirely different than ours? And how was the Venusian able to 
defy every law of probability by looking so similar to earth men? 

Vi'hy did ^ one succeed in taking any movies or decent still pictures 
of the saucers seen during the Nov. 20th contact? 

And last but not least, what was the necessity of Ads.mski having his 
companions remain at such a great distance during his contact? Could this 
have been to make it easier to perpetrate a hoax on some of his friends 
(those who v/ere not co-conspirators)?

"LET'S KEEP THE SAUCERS ON THE PHYSICAL PLANE'

When George Adamski came to Detroit in March of 1954, I had. the inter¬ 
esting^ but ^challenging job of handling the radio, newspaper, a.nd television 
promotion for his lectures. (If you ever want to try your hand at selling 
something, try 'selling" the first flying saucer lecturer that comes to - 
town...whew.). Among many important things that he had to say, I shall 
always remember his stress upon the fact that MUST KEEP ALL RESEARCH 
DONS ABOUT FLYING SAUC.ERS ON THE PHYSICAL PLANE. He did noFliiscount 
psychical research nor extra-sensory perception. He said that we must NOT 
go into it in connection with the saucers and clearly gave his reasons why. 

He, himself, had been a teacher of the development of mental powers for 
thirty years; and when the Venusians came, they told him that his first step 
in helping to bring the news of their coming to mankind vras to make an 
about-face and tell people just the opposite of what he had been teaching 
them. It was a BIG step to malie, and he made enemies of those who did not 
care to believe hiii, especially those who feel they a.re in touch with the 
inner planes. 


He has said that the Venusians have told him that vje are trying too 
soon to develop something that we are not yet SPIRITUALLY EVOLVED ENOUGH to 
properly control. We can't, yet, spiritually control the physical plane... 
as we prove dally. These mental powers, he has said, will eventually open 
up in all of mankind and are opening up, as they have in the past, in some 
people in advance. But if the channel is not yet spiritually developed 
enough to be the channel for only spiritual (godly) beings... then it is 
difficult to know or be able to have faith in what is coming through. 

Mr. Adamski S8.ys. that these people that s.re coming are physical people, 
coming from physical planets... o.nd the physicaA contexts the.t he has had 
can he.ppen to anj/'tody, he.ve happened to others, emd will happen to more 
people as time goes on. It requires the virtue of patience to await one's 
being moved into the pattern and the courting of ouija board and other 
unknown entities can lead only to frustrations a.nd, perhaps, daggers. DO 
NOT FORCE ANYTHING. . .because you might not want what you get vrhen you get 
i t. 


The inner planes, Mr. Adamski says, are only a reflection of the physi¬ 
cal planes 5 a reflection of man's thoughts a.nd a.ctions. . .and until we clean 

up the physical plane, it is just as well that we all can't see"Tn on the 

inner planes, considering the kind of thoughts that mankind has thought for 

milleniums. It would behoove all of us, then, he has said, to get on our 

feet and develop our spiritual consciousnesses by right activity and thought 
to the point where the visitors can vrork "through" us to help brlnc>- In this 
new age to mankind. They have been, for some time, working through man- 
people consciously to help manliind to help itself. 

Beware, then, Mr. Ada,ms.ki says, of a.ny messages coming through any 
source that appeals to the ego, vanity, pride, etc. (and most messages 
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coming through psychic sources appeal to the ego...as conpared to the great 
visionary spiritual splendours that have been experienced by the few). ¥e 
are down here to overcome ego, etc., and if we allow those frailties to be 
appealed to, we only stymie our soul's growth a.nd find ourselves running 
around in useless circles. 

Few psychics will submerge their ovm personal egos enough to consider 
that they might possibly be the channel, even if only occasionally, for a 
psychic or astral entity rather than a spiritual one. If one is to be 
responsible, in these "last" days, for actual messages that might mean the 
very lives of individuals, one takes on a great personal responsibility 
upon one's self in judging where these messages come.from. Any thought 
once thought can be picked up by anyone and many of the lesser stages of 
consciousnesses that are allov/ed to roam the universe (we are locked down 
here as a special case, Mr. Adamskl says) can include just enough of the 
truth in their messages to appear to be s.uthentic. . . but, in trying to "get 
into the act", like children, since they are immature by comparison . they 
can really mess things up by giving inaccurate information and by trying 
to be important. (we all know people like tha t on this plane.') 

Mr. Adamskl says he never receives any "messages" about promised con¬ 
tacts. He has established mental contact with the visitors (that's why the 
Venusian didn't speak vocally to him on the first meeting), and he is im¬ 
pressed to go somewhere, goes, and there they are. If they were to send 
him "messages", the others might get in and mess up the messages. The 
Brothers, as he calls them, also, never give names nor promise personal 
glory. Only ego entitles will do that. This is a process of evolution, 
they have told Mr. Adamskl, and there are no personal rewards. In regards 
to the prophecies that cafce through recently concerning the end of the 
world on December 21st, may I quote, with Mr. Adamskl's permission, from a 
letter I received from him dated October 29 th, 1954, concerning what was 
said regarding messages from inner planes...by a man and woman who had 
dropped in on him, as they sometimes also do. 

They said, "We have told you that natural changes are taking place on 
the earth...due entirely to the cycle through which your planet is now 
going, and quickened by the test explosions being carried"on by the many 
nations. You people have observed the effects of these changes in the many 
earthquakes, many of which are not even reported to the people, the numerous 
tornadoes, floods, unheard of heat and cold, and other climatic conditions 
throughout the world. We know that these are taking place and we are ob¬ 
serving them the same as your ovm scientists observe them. And, although 
v/e do have more delicate instruments than you have on Barth, we cannot 
and 40 not know exactly what to expect next, nor do we place time limits on 
such events as are given by the "warnings" being received, purportedly from 
us. There are too many factors involved for us to give such Information 
v/hlch as you will see, is totality inaccurate." ’ 

So, no man shall know the day or date. If we are able, as a planet of 
people, to put things into the balance spiritually and keep from blowing 
ourselves to pieces, they can come and help us. But, if we don't, "like a 
thief in the night", these things shall come upon us, and those who are 
ready vrill have all the prepara/oion they need. 

Perh8.ps it is just as v/ell. Living each day as it comes along v/ith 
dignity and courage to do what is expected of us, as individuals, is per¬ 
haps, the better way. Otherwise, if we knew the answers in the back of the 
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book, we might make human preparations and find ourselves too busy pre¬ 
paring for "tomorrow" (which might come tomorrow or might be a long time 
in coming) to have made the fullest use of today . 

Every human unit on this planet has a right to knov/ a.bout the coming of 
the saucers and what is actually behind their coming. . evalua.te for him ¬ 
s elf . The newspapers and the non-believers vfould love to push all of the 
saucer business into a psychic or occult hole and leave it there...and those 
of us who jeopardise the spreading of this information to all who have a 
right to know about it, must realize what the consequences will be. 


soiiE new facts about "flying saucers have landed" 

Part II

This article, which is appearing in serial form in THE 
SENTINEL, W3.S written by James W. Moseley and originally appeared 
in his excellent saucerzine, NEXUS. It is reprinted here by 
special permission of Mr. Moseley. 

Jerrold Baker is a young saucer researcher who, softer his discharge 
from the Army a few years ago, became personally acquainted with Frank 
Scully (author of "Behind the Flying Saucers") and George Adamski. From 
November 12th, 1952, until January 12, 1953, Baker lived and worked with 
Mr. Adamskl at Paloma.r Gardens, earning his board and keep by working as 
a secretary, chauffeur, and general handyman. Thus, Ba.ker was present 
during the critical period covered by "Flying Saucers Have Landed". (The 
reader will recall that Nov. 20th and Dec. 13 th are the tvro important dates 
in Adamskl' s narrs.tlve.) 

I met Jerrold Baker at Scully's home some time ago, tut did not know 
then of Baker's Intime.te knowledge of the details of the Adamskl story. 

Now, in a letter dated September 11th, 1954, Baker writes me the following 
startling facts: "l. I did not take the Brownie snapshot accredited to me; 
2. This was not the only Brownie picture taken; 3. George Ada,mski was the 
photographer and the other Brownie pictures were destroyed at his request 
by Lucy McGinnis; 4. The photogra.ph was not taken on the date indicated 
(i.e., not on Dec. 13th); 5. The desert contact was pre-planned a.nd Adamskl 
related the details to me of what was to take place there previous to the 
venture; 6. Lucy (McGinnis) purchased the plaster of paris in Sscondito 
(Calif.) with me, and it vras Ada/mskl v/ho carried it (on Nov. 20th) , not ■ 
V/illiamson. " 

At this point I wish to state that v^hereas I do not know Mr. Baker 
well, and therefore cannot be absolutely certain of his motives in coming 
forward at this ti'me, I nevertheless do know this: (l) That I have offered 
Baker no money or other inducement; (2) That by admitting that he was 
duped (as will be noted further aMong) he is gaining nothliig as far as I 
can see, except the knowledge that through his efforts and mine, the truth 
on the Adamskl matter is at last co-ming to light; ( 3 ) That mmich of his 
evidence corresponds with inform3.tion I have received from other reliable 
sources, and vkiich I therefore readily accept as true; (4) That no one, 
other than Adamskl and his six v/itnesses, has as great a first-hand knov^- 
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ledge of the Incidents described in "Flying Saucers Have Landed" as does 
Mr. Baker. 

Baker's information is contained in a number of letters and other 
documents th8.t he has kindly lent me. Therefore, ra.ther than run the risk 
of coloring Baker's Information by putting it into my ovm words, I vfill 
tell his story maAnly by quoting from these various documents. 

First, ^^here, in part, is a svrarn statement made by Mr. Baker on June 
29 , 1954: _^To whom it may concern: In a recent book. .. "Flying Saucers 
Have Landed', an alleged photograph of a flying saucer was credited to 
Sergeant Jerrold B. Baker. I, the undersigned, am the said party...I make 
this statement in hopes of separating facts from fiction, deceit from lies, 
and the real from the unreal. I did not take the alleged photograph ac¬ 
credited to me. The alleged photograph was taken with the Brownie camera 
along with three or four similar photos by Mr. George Adamski on the morn¬ 
ing of Dec. 12th, 1952 , and not on Dec. I 3 , 1952, as Indicated (in the 
book) . 

In a letter to me dated Nov. 18th, 1954, Baker states: "Shortly after 
beginning^v/ork a.t Pa.lomar Ga.rdens, I ha.d a long discussion with George 
Adamski, in v/hich I tried to point out his slipshod manner of publishing 
what saucer photographs he had taken in the five years previous. In the 
discussion, I suggested tha.t he not be the only photogrsvpher present during 
a flight of samicers over Mount PaAoma.r. . . It ws-s my suggestion that he be 
located at one spot with his telescope and camera v/hile I or a»ny other 
individual be located at another spot on the property vAth a different 
't'FP® of camera, . .Much to my amazement, within a week after this suggestion, 
George Adamski early one morning disclosed the fact that he had taken pic-’ 
tures vAth the Brownie camera, adjacent to his cabin. The data of the 
photography was Dec. 12, 1952, I chauffeured Alice Wells to Escondite to 
purchase the week's supply of restaurant a,rtlcles. On our return, there 
was a fire on the slopes of mount Palomar, and we stopped at the ranger 
station to ascertaAn its location,..1 Insert this to perhaps give you some 
means of substa.ntia.ting my whereabouts. Alice Wells liked me very much and 
if anyone would reveal the truth, she would be the one, but her admiration 
for George Adamski proves the greater and I feel she vrould be likely to 
protect him. 

"Hovfever, there are two other people who can provide you with the 
necessary proof of my claims regarding the photographs. They are:' (l) 

Mr. Detwller (the professional photographer who processes Adamski's work), 
who must fully recall the dates on which the photogr8.phs were presented to 
him, Becondly, he a.lso developed the additiona.l neg 0 .tlves to substantiate 
the erroneous fact of merely one Brownie photo. (2) Mr. Hal Nelson, who 
was and is presently an investigator for the United States Civil Service.. 
Hal was present the morning Mr. Detwller and his wife delivered the said*’’ 

photographs to Palomar Gardens, and can verify seeing more than one Brownie 

snapshot. 

Here I must interrupt Baker's account for a moment, to state that 
although I met Mr, Detwller v/hlle I was in California,, I did not yet know 
of the controversy over the Brownie photo, and therefore did not ask him 
about it. However, I did ask Detwller wha,t he thought, in general, of 
Adamski's photographs, and his answer was as follows: That'^he (Detwller) 
does no fakery' In the processing of the photographs, and that he receives 
genuine negati\Aes from Adamski, He went on to sa,y that if Adamski' s pic¬ 
tures are not genuine, then the "falnery" on Adamski's p 3 .rt does not consist 

of retouched negatives, but rather, it consists of the use of models. 
Detwller says tha.t he has no viaj of knowing whether Ada,mski uses models or 
whether the photographs are of genuine saucers. ’ 
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Now back to Baker's account: This ti'ce, I quote from a letter from 
Baker to Frank Scully, dated January 313 1954: "Case 'A': He (Adamski) has 
taken hundreds of photographs. Here are the most astounding...photographs 
obtained this far on the elusive saucers. This man claims he has spent" 
untold hours watching 3.nd vraiting, both day and night, to obtain the pic¬ 
tures. This is not true. I know that he knovrs exactly when a (space) ship 
is coming, and is there at the precise instant to snap the picture. It is 
a planned, purposeful action, not the mere chance which he implies. Why 
the necessity of the deception? Is it as he claims? Perhaps yes; but more 
likel^^, NO. 

"Case 'B': Contact with space man on the Desert; Here agamln, mis¬ 
leading, untrue stories are concocted to have the public accept what is 
supposed to be fact...It is too purposeful, planned, and with" peculiar 
motives. I was with Lucy v/hen the plaster of parts was bought prior to the 
trip. I purchased the' photographic plates myself. And, I accidentally 
heard a tape recorded account of vrhat v;as to transpire on the desert, who 
was to go, etc., several days before the party left Palomar Gfardens. 

Though this recording was a 'communication through psychic means', the 
account as presented (in the book) is entirely untrue. Regardless of the 
reasons presented to you or me, the witnesses, or the reading public, its 
manner of presentation to the public has been misleading and false". (in 
another letter, Baker expands on this point: "The tape recording I heard 
was a metaphysical discourse received through Professor Adamski approxi¬ 
mately one V7eek before the desert contact. I had heard about ten minutes 
of the tape-recorded talk when Lucy came to the office and advised me not to 
play the tape recorder. From this brief behind-the-scenss listening, I \ms 
able to determine that the desert contact vias not a mere stab in the dark 
or a picnic on the desert, but a planned operation.") 

"Case 'C' (again quoting from Baker's letter to Scully) - The Brownie 
Snapshot: You are presently familiar with this episode so I wil1 not have to 
go into it again. However, in talking v/ith this man (Adamski) when we met 
in town last v;eek, he urged me to continue using my na;me on che pictur e 
because, 'You have to enter the back door sometimes to get the truth aj.oss,' 
v/hat kind of a fool does he think we are, Frank? And actually, what kind 
of Imbiclles are we to pledge our support to such stories? Is not r.ll nhlo 
a corruption of the truth? I say it is.' I know it is.’ I will not oondcne 
it or support it any longer." 

The. above letter v/as vfritten on Jan. 31st, 1954. On Nov. 2nd, 1953, 
Adamski, in an obvious effort to induce Ba-ker to "stay in line", had written 
to Baker as follov/s: "Now you know that the picture connected with your 
name is in the book, too, - the one taken by the v/ell with the Brownie. And 
with people knowing that you are interested in flying saucein as yc’a have 
been and buying the book as they are...you could do yourself a lot of good,. 
For you have plenty of knowledge about these things (i.e,, saucers), whereby 
you could give lectures in the evenings. There is a demand for this I And 
you could support yourself by the picture in the book with your name, lor 
remember, you are as much publicized in the book as I am, e.s far as the 
picture is concerned. And ha,ving the knovfledge you have of these things, 
you have your break right here." . ' . 

Notice that Ada.mski does not say "the picture in the book which you 
took", but rather, "the picture in the booh w:ith your name". Has not Baker 
proved his contention right here? Furthermore, if the blurred effect In 
the ’’’Baker photo" is due to the saucer being out of focus rathei' than, as 
Adamski claims, in motion - then the "sa.ucer" must be less than t on :fee;b 
froffi the camera , as anything beyond ten feet is in focus with a, Brownie;

MARTIAN CLOUDS NOT EXPLAINED 

Cambridge, I'iassacliusetts-Science Service-Origin of strs.nge gray clouds 
billowing fro:m the planet Mars and bright points of light on the Martian 
surface remain a mystery. 

Sun-dogs in reverse might explain the intaise flares, Dr. Dean B. 
McLaughlin, of the University of Michigan, suggested here, in transmitting 
to the astronomical journal, "Sky and Telescope," observations of these 
strange events by Japanese scientists. Reflection of sunlight from ice 
crystals in the Martian atmosphere might cause the sun-dogs'^in reverse. 

The ash-colored clouds seen in January and March, 1950, and in Feb¬ 
ruary and April, 1952, ’night result from volcanic activity, Tsuneo Saheki 
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of Osaka Planetarium, Japa^n, reported. The brilliant ile.res were spotted in 
1937s 1951, and 1954, he said. 

Dr. IicLaughlin recently proposed that the dark features of kars may be 
windblovm drifts of ash coming from volcanoes, not vegetation as has.often 
been proposed. This v/ould mean that conditions on Mars mi.ght correspond 
to an early stage in the earth's development, one in which oceans have yet 
to form and life to appear.

Bogota, Columbia-AP-rtilliam P. Lear, chairman of the board of directors 
of Lear, Incorporated, .Sants. Monica, California, gives four res.sons to sup¬ 
port his belief in flying saucers. 

Lear told newsmen he feels flying saucers are real, because of: 

"l. Num' erous manifestations over long periods of time. 

"2. Many observations made si.multaneously by reliable observers. 

"3. Great possibilities of scientific reality if the latest theory of 
electrogravitational field is proved. 

"4. Actual serious efforts nov.r in progress to prove the existence of 
antigravitcctional forces, plus unusual chances of success if the missing 
link is discovered soon as to the method of eliminating the steam cycle 
link in atomic pov:er by being able to convert ato'mic energy directly to 
electricity." 

Earlier Lear said he believed flying saucers came from outer space and 
were piloted by beings of “superior intelligence." He said he believed they 
probably came from planets outside the range of observation from the earth. 

Lear received the Rob-^rt J. Collier AviaRion Trophy from President 
Truman in 1950 for developing an automatic pilot to fly jet planes. His 
company has a plant in Grand Rapids. Lear was in Columbia on a Goodwill 
visit.

FLYING oAUCERB ARE 3ECRET ifSAPONo OF UoA AND RUSSIA 


SAYS EXPERT 


In an article entitled “More Truths About Those Flying Saucers" v^hich 
appeared in The Reynolds News and Sunday Citizen , George Klein told reporter 
David Rees that flying saucers are top secret v/eapons of the USA and Russia. 

Mr. Klein is a former secret v.^eapons expert in the Ger'man War Produc¬ 
tion Ministry and at present an engineer in Svj'itzerland. 

“They (the S3.ucers) are a continuation of German vrartime experiments," 
he says. 

“Prototype flying saucers v.-ere built in Germany during the war. I saw 
one reach a height of 40,000 feet in three minutes near Prague, in 1945." 

Klein says the Russians captured a scale model and top technicians at 
Breslau. The technicians have not returned to Germany, 
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And halter Mlethe, V vreapon inventor a.nd ley .uan in saucer development, 
fled V'jest and now works in the United Sates, 

.Klein in a Zurich interviev; said there a,re tv;o types of flying saucers 
built today--one with a dia.metsr of 48 feet po’aered by five jets and a 
larger model with a diameter of 126 feet and 12 jets. This, he says, ac¬ 
counts for the rumor that saucers often appear to change size suddenly. 

Raised wing fl3.ps lift both aircraft like a helicopter. The big one 
can keep stationary by turning jets down to counter-balance gravity. 

Flying saucers developed in Canada by John Frost, former colleague of 
Sir Frank whittle, have reached speeds up to 1500 miles per hour and have 
been inspected by Field-karshall x-iontgomery, says Klein.

MORS ON THE 5T.?uATC-S BLUi LIOHT IN OREGON 

La Grande, Oregon-AP-A strange blue light is reported bobbing in the 
air over the Blue mountains along the Vveston-Slgin highway these cold winter 
nights, and no one vfho he.s seen it has an explanation. 

It 'was first seen about two weeks ago. A State Highway Department snow 
plow team of Manuel (Swede) Erickson e.nd Barney Thompson reported that they 
saw a blue light on the highvray ahead of the:. Erickson driving, told this 
story: 

He dimmed his lights. There was no change in the blue light which 
see:aied to be coming tovrard him on the highvjs.y. 

Erickson stopped. So did the b.lue light. Then it started moving up, 
dovfn-, and sideways. After a ’moment of this, it moved upward and vanished 
over the trees to the left, with a hum. Erickson ste.rted up and the blue 
light reappeared in the sky to the right of the highway, e:mitting a bluish 
glow with an occasional blue flash, then it vanished. 

A week later, Robert Backus, another night-time plow driver, stopped 
to check one of his chains. As he stood outside he noticed with so:me sur¬ 
prise that hev/as casting a shadow. Then he looked up, he said, and over¬ 
head was the blue light bobbing and from it came a hu'irming sound. 

Backus started up, he siad, and the light followed a little ways, then 
it moved leisurely dov/n a c3,nyon until it was out of sight. 

Others report the^r too have seen it and their descriotions e^re si’milar. 

January 27 th three reporters from the La Grande Evening Observer v/ent 
to the scene. They sav7 no blue light, but the morning star did rise v/ith 
spectacular brilliance and eerie light. 

Erickson said he thought .maybe it wo.s a. helicopter—tut there is none 
known in this area. Backus, veteran of both .kr:.my and Navy, said the move- 
.ment could be that of a helicopter tut the sound was not. He said he didn't 
knov/ -^.-hat it was.

Over the past several years, there has teen much talk, conjecture, 
hullabaloo and exploitation of space travel and the estatlishiBent of an 
orbiteM satellite to circle around the Earth. 

Top magazines have fea/bured articles on this, motion pictures have 
teen made, and so lorth. Dr. .jernher von Bra.u.n, G-ei''mo'.n rocket a.uthority 
famous for his contribution to'the V-2 rocket, has teen largely responsible 
for the project's exploitaM.ion and possible success. 

The group that advocates such a plan hopes to spend something like four 
billion dollars to construct a number of three-stage rockets to carry the 
equipment 1,075 miles into outer space to build the proposed satellite. 

From the construction of the satellite, it is hoped that scientists 
will be able to eventually go to the moon and our neighboring planets. 

Present Limitations 

However, there are many drav/backs to the proposed project: 

1) -The heavy strain of enormous G-forces on the human body (1 G-force 

equals gravity, therefore 10 G-forces would be ten times the force of 
Earth's gravity) during acceleration to reach escape-velocity (around six 
miles p®’r second) . 

2) -The constant danger from ever-present ultra-violet and Cosmic 

radiation. The ship would have to be shielded from these, though Cosmic 
radiation will still penetrate. 

3) -The great possibility that rocket ships or the satellite may be 

struck by a meteoroid (the body of a. meteor). 

4) -The apparent insurmounts.ble limitations of the present chemical 

reaction-rocket engine. The trip to the nearest planet vrould take many 
months. Mt the a.tsolute theoretical ma.ximum veloclty--accordlng to the 
Einstein Theory of Relativit 3 /'--(v;hich is close to 186,260 miles per second ) 
it would take about four and one-hs.lf ys3.rs to rea.ch the nearest star. It 
would t3.ke some 1,700,000 yea.rs to reach the nearest galaxj;- (island uni¬ 
verse), Mndromeda. 

The present conception of rocket travel is the utilization of a chemi¬ 
cal bi-fuel system (presently considered is H^^drazine and Nitric held). It 
is believed by the group exploiting this method of interplanetary flight 
that Atoimic energjr may ultimately be harnesses into a force that ma.y prove 
itself more desirable. To date, however, there is no indication as to Just 
how this can be excomplished. 

Flying Saucer Study Indica^tes New Theory 

In the recent book, SPACE TFUiVEL by kenneth W. Gatland and L^nthony M. 
xvunesch, the authors state, in the final chapter, that even the stars are 
considered as possible destinations for future space ships. It vjould re¬ 
quire more than 130,000 years to reach the nearest star v/ith a chemical 
rocket, it is claimed, but an atomic one might need only 350 years. 
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Dince flying saucers uere first v/idely. sighted in 1947, those who were 
open-Tilnded enough to consider their existence'^began to wonder what pro¬ 
pulsive power they may use. 

lifter many years of research, the present consensus of scientific 
minds at work on the subject indicate that the greatest possibility is that 
of an electro-gravitational force—or, sometimes shortened to G-field. The 
reported changing color in sightings, tremendous speed, shape (a circular 
airfoil would seem to have definite advantages), lack of visible means of 
propulsion, rapid acceleration and right-angle turns while traveling at 
thousands of miles per hour, all seem to indicate this. 

Bavants Declare Views 

Professor Hermann Oberth, world famous German mathematician and rocket 
authority, told the International dstronautical Congress at Innsbruck, Ger¬ 
many, .iUgust 1954, that he not only believed in the existence of flying 
saucers, but also vras convinced that they are extra-terrestrial. 

He added that the behavior of flying saucers ruled out any'means of 
propulsion knovm to us, and certainly rocket propulsion. possible ex¬ 
planation, he decla.red, vra.s the use of a/n ‘'*lnti-grcm/ity device". 

In 1953, the Canadian Government set up "Project Hagnet". 'This project, 
headed by V/ilbur B. Smith, is for the develo p ment of a flying disc powered 
by electro-magnetic force. There are persistent, but unconfirmed rumors 
tha,t the project has succeeded in its effort to ha,rness such a. pov/er. 

Smith announced that there is a 90 to 95 per cent probability that the 
flying saucers do exist, a 60 ,^ probability that they are "alien vehicles" 

(in other words, 'extra-terrestrial'), a 10% probability that they are 
inconceivable to man—such as some form of time travel involving a form of 
life other than protoplasm. 

-advantages Over Present Conception 

The question 'may be asked: This is all fine, but what are the advan¬ 
tages over the present plans of rocket propulsion? 

Many. *1 fev; are listed below: 

1) -Low cost of power, not the "billions" of dollars needed for fuel 

as in the present chemical-rocket conception. V/e need only to start the 
vehicle and it will continue in its acceleration until the desired velocity 
is reached. 

2) -There is only one form of acceleration that we know of to date 

which will not cause the gravity force strain on the body: that is the pull 
(or perhaps "push") of gravity. Falling towards the Earth, a body accele¬ 
rates at the speed of 32.2 feet per second; yet there is the sensation of 

weightlessness' , Therefore, we ca^n look for no danger or discomfort from 
the electro-gravitation field of propulsion. 

3) -The space ship will theoretically be capable of tremendous speeds 

within the Earth's atmosphere. (The rocket ship nor any other type of 
vehicle would be able to withstand the atmospheric friction and would, con¬ 
sequently, disintegrate. 

This is because the G-fiold craft vflll have a ma.gnetic/gravitatlonal 
force-field surrounding or in front of the craft. The "air" in the immedi¬ 
ate vicinity of the ship will be captured and move along with it--the only 
result being a "glow" surrounding the craft—caused by the friction of the 
atmosphere hitting the 'cs^ptured air'. This phenomenon has been reported 
many times in observations of flying saucers. This same field will prohibit 
ultra-violet aand Cosmic ra,dlation from penetrating the ship, 

4) -Velocities near and of the speed of light should'easily be achieved 

as it will conceivably be possible to travel along magnetic lines of force 

or kindred radiation. End it is conjectured that it may well be possible 
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to "warp space";i.e .5 as presently conceived by coslologists, space is 
curved. It may be possible, utilizing the G-field theory, to go directly 
to a distant body, not taking a circula,r course. But this point is much 
too complex and theoretical to deeply dwell upon. 


What Is Being Done about It 

Now that the trend has been established that the idea of an electro- 
gravitational field has far more possibilities than the previous conception 
of space travel, just v/hat is being done about it. 

For one thing, for the study and research in the field of gravity, the 
non-profit Gravity Research Foundation of Nev; Boston, New Hampshire was 
founded. In a recent bulletin entitled "Gravity and Metallurgy," the Foun¬ 
dation's president, George a. Rideout, declared: "For six years this Foun¬ 
dation has teen busy interesting scientists to seek a rmeans of 'harnessing' 
gravity. From the first it vras believed that a differential must be dis¬ 
covered in order to make a gravity motor. Furthermore—with the possible 
exception of using power for a 'self-starter' as in the case of the auto- 
mobile--we insisted that no outside povier be used. In other words, any 
acceptable motor must operate as 'perpetual motion' using only gravity or 
so'me supernatural force as power. 

"So far as we now know, the above requires and avfaits the discovery of 
an insulator, deflector or absorber of gravity in order to bring about such 
a differential. This thought has been the basis of A85 essays which have 
been submitted to the Foundation during the past six years. For the most 
original of these it has given a.wards amounting to Jpl0,800. 

"...The history of aviation from (the Viright brothers)... to the present 
is vfell knovm. The fauous Zeppelins, vj'nich v/ere then being duplicated in 
the United States by the Goodyear Company at the expense of the U. S. 
Government, v/ere soon discarded. Gradually all interest was directed to 
the heavler-than-air machines. The only unbeliever vras Thomas .i. Edison,

The G.lenn L. Me.rtin ...iVia.tion Compa.nj'' recentlj/" a^nnounced its intention 
to bt^n a research project on gravity. 

Aviation executive William F. Lear, developer of the F-5 electronic 
automatic pilot for jet planes and chairman of the board of Lear, Inc., 

Santa Monica, Fetrua.ry 2nd, 1955, announced his belief in the existence of 
flying saucers and stated that he believes they originate from outer space. 

Lear gave the follow-ing reasons for this belief: 

1) "Numerous manifestations have been made over long periods of time, 

2) "Many observations have been made simultaneously by reliable ob¬ 


servers . 

3) "There are great possibilities of scientific reality 
theory of electro-gravitation field is proved.

One of the latest efforts in the range of a practical application to 
the so,lution co.m8s in book form. The book, published February l4th by the 
British Book Centre, Inc., is titled "SP:.CE, GR.U/ITY -.AMD THE FLYING BliUGER" 
by Leonard G. Cramp, M.3.I.A., Member of the British Interplanet 3 .ry Society. 

The folloivlng is quoted fro.a the Forewm.rd of the book: 

"The theory.. .wras originally conceived prior to the second v/orld war, 
and certainly long before the term 'flying saucer' came into general use. 

Can it be wondered therefore that the author took more than a casual in- 
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terest in the significance of the many sightings? Indeed, the rore he sifted 
the available information, the greater becar.e his conviction that such a 
craft actually existed, and that there was more than a little justification 
for his theory. The reports coming in from ordinary people all over the 
world provided evidence of a phenomenon that he had hitherto only dreamt of, 

"Rocket enthusiasts may naturally be reluctant to adiit an entirely 
different conception of space travel, and may therefore adopt a sceptical 
attitude tov/ards the interplanetary flying saucer hyoothesis. However, it 
is hoped that...the flying saucer reports do suggest'an alternative and more 
attractive method of space travel. Neither need we await further develop¬ 
ments in physical science; the pioneer never has v/aited, and never will, 
upon others when he has become inspired by a new idea. 

"...It may well be, even in our own time, that nen v/ill discover the 
key with which to unlock a force that is all about us and so enable us to 
use it for all our industries, transport, and finally, space travel." 

The author goes on to sa.y; 

"Left to its natural conclusions, the development of the rocket as a 
space vehicle will obviously go through several stages. First, there is 
the bi-fuel step rocket principle that is being explored today. Secondly, 
the more advanced nuclear reaction rocket at present only dreamed of. 

Finally as a result of findings brought out by atoxic research, an entirely 
different and far more efficient means of anti-gravity will be discovered. 

Left to itself, the evolution of the rocket to this 3 ta.ge will ta,ke 
a long time, perhaps as long as did the evolution of the internal combustion 
engine... 

"Must vre perservere with the rocket as a means of interplanetrjry 
flight? Is there no other way to hasten the process? Yes, I am convinced 
that there is a better v/ay to the stars... In some respects it may be a dis¬ 
quieting thought to us who are rocket technicians and'enthusiasts that the 
rocket may never be employed as an Interplanetary machine. It is perhaps a 
discouraging thought and v/ill not be v/ell received by many, but if we are 
truly determined in our efforts to get to the stars we should welcome the 
possibility of 8. better means of doing so and be glad to exa.mine any theory 
without prejudice. 

Concluding, "...To cling to the rocket as a Tie8.ns of interplanetary 
transport and to deny the possibility of a better means is to exhibit a 
bias not worthy of scientific thought."

S.iUCSRS R:^fE L..NDED), dated ..ugust 4, 1954. Lfter reiterating that he did 
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not take the Bro\\rnie photograph, Baker states: "l an: fully cognizant that 
v/ords and accusations vinich prove unfounded are vain. So, with such an 
av/areness and knowledge, I anri proceeding to take whatever action I deem 
congruent with the nature of the .idamski fabrications, being confident that 
sufficient evidence to substantiate my claims is in my possession at this 
time. I readily admit that I fell victim of a hoax. I sustained the blow, 
and condoned the erroneous stories. But I have not supported them in any 
vfay, shape, or form. And presently, under existing conditions, I will no 
longer continue to condone the erroneous stories or fabrications of any 
party connected with flying saucers..." 

Finally, here is one more extract from a personal letter written by 
Baker to a friend of his: "Shortly before his disappearance, Karl Hunrath 
called a number of people. inDong these were Frank Scully, kanon Darlaine, 
and Mrs. Wilkinson. .. He denied iidamski ' s pictures as being real. He even 
told Mrs. Darlaine he saw the model. This I cannot confirm or deny. How¬ 
ever, I can trubhfully state that both Karl, and I did see something one 
morning on our way dovra to the (Palomar Gardens) Cafe from our cabin, that 
closely resembled a skeleton for a saucer mock-up. It :mas a piece of wooden 
frame in a circular shape v.nth strips of copper, about one inch in width, 
strung in circles on this wooden frame... v/e both .questioned George ..'.damski 
about'this paraphernalia behind his cabin, at which he grew somewhat uneasy 
and assured us that vknat v/e sav/ was his ovm television antenna. I cannot 
say one way or the other, that it v.^as or that it v/asn't. But it is inter¬ 
esting and important considering the 'mathematical analysis of many astronom¬ 
ers \rho claim the photos couldn't be of anything but a' small model." 

This same information has teen conveyed to me by other reliable in¬ 
formants.

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This book Is a. new a^pproach to the intriguing problem: of the unidenti¬ 
fied flying objects. The author has reached startling conclusions on the 
basis of sound, sober, scientific observations, objectively recorded many 
decades before the hysteria set off in 194? by Kenneth Arnold's startling 
announcement. 

M.K. Jessup, formerly professional Astronomer for the University of 
Michigan, who has set up an observatory for that Institution in South Africa 
and carried out a research program for several years. Mr. Jessup is also 
an explorer and archaelogist, v/ho has studied the Maya and Inca ruins in 
Central America and Peru.

LEAR DESCRIBES SAUCER SIGHTING

Grand Rapids Hera.ld Staff Writer-*"' 

William P. Lear, Grand Rapids scientist and industrialist, said in 
Grand Rapids on February 10th, that he believes in flying seducers because 
he savj- one while flying near Palm Springs, California, two months ago. 

Lear also said the day is approaching when man v;ill overcome the law 
of gravity and build heavy vehicles that travel on the ground or fly with 
equal facility. 

The mysterious object he saw near Palm Springs v/as described by Lear 
as resembling the popular idea of a flying saucerT It gave off a greenish 
light, stood motionless for two or three seconds and then moved out of 
sight, Lear recalled. 

Lear said he and his pilot, Hal Herman of Los Angeles, both spied the 
object from Lear's plane, the Learstar , at an altitude of 12,000 feet and 
both estimcoted it was 12 miles away. 

"Let’s report seeing it," Lear,said he remarked of the object. 

Herman objected and, according to Lear, said: "They'll think v/e' re 
nuts. " 

Lear said he nevertheless reported seeing an unidentificC,ble object in 
the sky resembling a flying saucer to an airway radio station near Palm 
Springs, on a radio channel used by other aircraft, then asked if other 
aircraft in tha.t vicinity had spotted such an object. 

Others Sav; It 

Two other pilots in the air so,mewhere in the vicinity came back on 
their aircraft ra.dio to report seeing it, Lear asserted. 

This incident occurred, Lear said, about one month after his mother- 
in- lav/, Mrs. Ole Olsen, wife of the stage comedia,n of "Hellzapoppin" fame, 
told of viewing a flying saucer from her home at Palm Springs. 

According to Lear, his mother-in-law told him: 

"l know you'll laugh because you don't believe in flying saucers." 

The mother-in-lav/ said guests in her home also sav/ the flying saucer 
phenomenon, Lear related. The object she saw disappeared over a mountain 
range, Lear said Mrs. Olson told him. 

Lear repeated statements he made at Bogota that he believes flying 
saucers come from outer space and arc directed by an intelligence beyond 
that of humans. Those statements, given e.t a, Bogota, press conference, 
gained wide a.ttontion in newspapers of this country. 

At his home, 455 College SE, whore he wa,s intervlev/ed, Lear said flying 
saucers probably contain no living beings but are directed by a superior

have apparently overcome the law of gravity. 

On The Threshold 

Lear then predicted humans are on the threshold of understanding the 
secret of gravitational force. Ho called this the "missing link" in the 
revised Einstein theory. 

(The original theory of Albert Einstein, the mathematician, which 
anticipated discovery of atomic energy was published in 1929. It implied 
that mass objects can be converted into tremendous energy. The new Einstein 
theory, published in 1949, is a develop'ment of the original theory. 

(The new theory aims to explain relation of atomic energy, electro¬ 
magnetism, and gravity.) 

Present lan/s of aerodynamics, vrhich dictate the shape and operation of 
airplanes, would become obsolete since, Lear said, a heavy object could be 
made to fly very ea.sily if the lav; of gravity is overcome'". 

An American aviation concern, which he would not identify, is alrecudy 
trying to discover the secret of gra.vltation.

All any outsider can do, in rega.rd to v;hat another man claims to have 
seen and done, is to point out flav;s in that man's account. Hovjever, I do 
believe that Adamski's narrative contains enough flaws to place in very 
serious doubt both his veracity and his sincerity. ' Furthermore, I am 
hoping, in the light of all the previously unpublished facts contained in 
this article, that the reader will be moved to mmake for himself a careful 
re-evaluation of the worth of the Adari:ski book. 

One flna.l note: On my own pc.rt, a,t least, I am moved by no personal' 
antagonism, of any kind toward either George Adamski, Desmond Leslie, or any 
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of the other principals in this narrative. Ever since ny meeting vj-ith 
Adarnski atout a year ago, I have been convinced that he is a kindly man who 
would harm no one. If he has written a fraudulent book, I believe that he 
did so, not so r.uch for his own personal profit, but to put across, in 
dramatic forx, philosophical principles in which he sincerely believes. In 
any case, his book has entertained thousands, and injured no one. But I 
sincerely feel tha.t if the truth concerning these Txysterious flying seducers 
is ever to be arrived at, someone must now and then perform the rather 
thankless task of sifting av/ay the "saucer fiction" from the "saucer facts". 
And it is v/ith this goal in mind, and no other, that I have written the 
above account. THE END.

(The following is a reprint of the contents of a letter written by 
Jerrold E. Baker, a photostatic copy of which was received in our offices 
this week. It concerns the photograph taken on December 13, 1952, mentioned 
in James Moseley's article which has been appearing in THE SENTINEL in 
serial form, -ED.) 

TO AVHOM IT M..Y CONCIRN: 

", During the time I was serving as an Instructor in the United Sk&tes 
Air Force, it was my good fortune to learn of Professor George Adamsk^ 
the work he v/as accomplishing to\fard proof of the Flying Saucer's exibtance. 

After being discharged from the ..Ir Force on October 29, 1952, I came 
to California and began assisting the Professor in his work. 

Last vfeek vio.s a very notable one because of a definite increase in the 
appearance of saucers. Midway in the week I suggested that vre both spend 
some time in the morning scouting for them. I suggested that we both 
situate ourselves in two different places, he with the telescope and camera, 
and I with a Brownie. I learned that in photography this to be extremely 
Important from my enlistment in the service. We noted that on Thursday and 
Friday the skies were filled with low flying military aircraft that con¬ 
tinually Circled the area as if searching or chasing airborne objects. 

On Saturday morning, while I was sawing vrood for the fireplace, the 
Professor ca,lled ee and said tha.t he saw what he thought to be a saucer 
coeing in over the coast. I hurried up the hill to the water pump and 
stood by a large tree. From there I could get a closer view of the coast 
but I saw no saucer. I looked towards the Microv/ave station in particular 
which sta,nds high on the miountain a.lm.ost due north, bec8.use the night before 
I pointed out to a young boy with me at the time a flying saucer hovering 
in its general vicinity. I thought perhaps this saucer might be headed in 
that direction and I didn't want to miss seeing it as has often been my 
experience by scanning in only one direction.. For about ten minutes I 
watched and waited but nothing happened. Suddenly in the corner of my 
eyes, I saw a circular object skim over the tree-tops from the general 
direction of the rea. where the Professor was loca.ted. It v/as a flying sau¬ 
cer— of that I wras sure, I seriously thought it was going to land in the 
small clearing because of its extremely low altitude. I w^aited momentarily 
"uost-ly because of shock I guess a,s it continued coming closer. It then 
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hung in the air not over 12 feet high at the 'aost, and about 25 feet from 
where I v/as standing. It seeaed as if it did this knowing I was there 
waiting to photograph it. I quickly snapped a picture and as I did it 
tilted slightly and zoomed upv/ards over the tree faster than anyone can 
almost imagine. I ran out from behind the tree hoping to catch another 
picture but I could only see a sma,ll object speeding tov/ 0 .rds PaloTiar Moun- 
taln--then it was gone completely. 

Then in turningj I sav/ the Professor coming through the brush on the 
■other side of the clearing and practically did flip-flops I was so excited 
over my good fortune. I had not for a .moment drea.’med he was able to photo- - 
gra.ph it through his telescope because it rn^as so extremely low. But after 
he told me he had been successful in obtaining four shots, I persisted that 
we go to Carlsbad immediately. He agreed and I rolled the remaining por¬ 
tion of the fil” onto the exposed side. 

Things happened so quickly that in the excitement of getting a picture 
I forgot many of the things I vranted to look for if ever I got close enough 
to a saucer. For I don't believe the saucer re-mained in my view for over 
two minutes. 

These things I knov; for certain: 

1. The s.aucer 'made no sound. 

2. It vras guided by superior intelligence. 

3. There v/as a slight odor present as the saucer speed upv/ards. 

4. It had portholes and three huge ball bearings presumably landing 
gears,

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UNIVERSITY OF MICHIGAN PROFESSORS DISCOUNT FLYING SAUCERS 

Ann Arbor, Michigan-AP-Three University of Michigan professors have 
taken exception with recent claims by industrialist William Lear on flying 
saucers. 

Astronomy Professor William Liller, as reported in the Michigan Jour- 
nalist , laboratory newspaper at the university, said in the first place, 
There la no proof of the existence of flylng-saucer-llke objects.'” 

Lear, board chairman of Lear Incorporated, makers of aircraft instru¬ 
ments in California and Michigan, said he believed in the saucer, reoorts 
because of their frequency and the reliability of the observers. 

Liller said, "Scientific work has proved that even expert observers 
can .be -fooled by the attmospheric tricks, so we are. justified in doubting 
such explanations made simultaneously by different observers which Mr. Lear 
considers as one of the evidences of his belief." 

He added: "I am convinced that many of the peoole who have reoorted 
seeing flying saucers are definitely seeing something, but all these sight¬ 
ings can be explained as mirages,.balloons, airplanes and so forth." 

Lear also stated he believed the flying saucers were operated by 
creatures of "superior intelligence" from a distant planet. .. 

Liller said, "First he (Lear) should give us proof of these saucers 
before we go a step further. It is hard to believe where the beings o.f 
superior Intelligence come from. 

"All -Dlanets conceivably could support some low form of life, but only 
the planet Mars can support life as we know it, and even this life must be 
of an extremely low form." 

Lear said there were great possibilities for scientific reality on the 
saucer reports if 'the latest theory of electrogravitatlonal field is 
proved. ^ He also said that serious efforts are under way to prove anti- 
gravitational forces exist and to eliminate the steam cycle link in con¬ 
verting nuclear energy. . 

Liller said that Princeton scientist Albert Einstein had tried but had 
not succeeded.in combining equations describing gravity and electricity. 

Dr. Ernest Baker, chairman of the physics department, said there is no 
known relationship between electricity and gravity, and so far as anti- 
gravitation (the existence of forces which neutralize gravity) forces go 
Dr. Baker said: ’ 

"The only use I know of for this term is in imaginary science fiction." 

And finally. Dr. William Kerr, assistant professor of electrical 
engineering, said that efforts to convert nuclear energy directly into 
electrical energy have met with little success. 


DEFENSE PRODUCTION MINISTER SAYS CANADIAN SAUCER PROJECT WAS SHELVED BECAUSE 
OF HIGH COSTS 

Ottawa,^Canada-CP-The Canadian Government has lifted a security cur¬ 
tain to confirm it attem-oted to build a flying saucer but shelved the pro¬ 
ject because of cost. 

The project, subject of rumors from time to time, was never officially 
admitted until Defense Production Minister Howe brought it out from behind 
a cloak of secrecy during an overseas interview. 
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Mr. Howe reported in London that Canada sunk 
NEWS-RE LEASES .. . "perhaps $4,0-00,000 to $5,000,000" in the saucer pro- 

_ Ject, which "would have cost $100,000,000 if carried 

through. 

He said the oval-shaped aircraft, developed by A.V. Roe Canada Ltd. 
at its Toronto riant for the Defense Production Derartment, got "beyond the 
drawing board but it never left the ground." 

Informants here said Canadian scientists worked on the project for 18 
months before abandoning it about a year ago.- 

Mr. Howe first talked of it in an interview Thursday when he arrived 
at Southampton, England, en route to trade talks at Geneva. At that time 
he was quoted as saying Canada spent $100,000,000 on the project, and the 
statement drexv front page play in British newspapers. 

In a subsequent IntervleT-j Mr. Howe set the record straight by saying. 

only a fraction of this amount v'as spent. 

He said in the original statement that the experiment Canada produced 
was oval-shaped v/ith exhaust pipes, not unlike some of the drawings v;hlch 
have appeared in magazines." 

Neither he nor defense officials in Ottawa divulged further details. 
Officials here said they had no Indication as to whether the craft has been 
dismantled or still exists at the stage it reached when work stopped. ' ■ 

It was suggested that the project was started by experiments'aimed at 
producing an aircraft other than a helicopter that would take off vertically 
and still incorporate speed and maneuverability for military application. ' 
Such a craft would dispose of the need of expensive runways. 

Mr. Howe said the project was discontinued because "we decided it was• 
not suitable to our purpose" and because it "did not seem sufficiently 
promising to be worth going on with." 

Much the same reason was given by Ottawa Informants who said: "Its 
ultimate cost was considered too miuch for what Canada vrould get out of it 
at this time." 


THAT FLYING SAUCER JUST RADIOSONDE? 

Jackson, Mlchlgan-AP-The objects-in-the-sky wonderment in Michigan 
may have at least a partial explanation in the radiosonde. 

The radiosonde is a U.S. Air Force weather-guaging Instrument which is 
sent aloft—as high as l4 miles—to report data to the ground. 

A balloon carries it up and a paper parachute comes down gently to 
earth x^Jlth it after the balloon bursts. 

Two parachutes of that type were found in this area and the Air Force 
obliged by explaining to one of the finders. 

One fell recently near Southern Michigan State Prison. Previously, 
Maurice Hartsuff, a school teacher, came upon one near his Clark Lake home. 

Hartsuff made inquiries and the Air Force sent him a letter and a six- 
page explanation of the radiosonde. 

The radiosonde, a tube x^ith a pointed nose, is powered with a small 
battery that transmits signals, a receiving type ground direction finder 
picks up the signals and converts them, into atmospheric language. 

This includes air pressure, temperature, humidity, and wind speed and 
direction.

Mexico City, Mexico-UP-George Adamski, v;ho claims to have talked v/ith 
flying saucer visitors from Venus, paid a $40 fine for violating Mexico's 
tourist rules. 

The American businessman, author of the book "Flying Saucers Have 
Landed," was cited by Immigration officials for delivering paid lectures 
while traveling under a tourist card. 


VJASN'T EXACTLY A FLYING SAUCER 

Detroit, Michlgan-UP-Police headquarters was flooded with calls from 
people who reported a "red, tubular flying saucer" over the citty. 

Investigation revealed the "flying saucer" was a red neon sign, ad¬ 
vertising an auto agency, being tox'^ed by a plane. 


MEDIEVAL ENGLAND SAU A FLYING SAUCER 

London, England-If the men from Mars are still trying to visit Earth., 
they haven't made much progress since 1666, according to E.U. Lattlmore, 
principal of Haddon School, England. He has a letter saying a flying sau-- 
cer v;as seen over Coventry in that year—the year of the Great Fire of 
London. 

The v/riter said, "A strange matter flew over the city. It was about 
the thickness of a large box-rl and had a long blue tail x^xhlch wiggled. It 
was not so high as the tops of the tallest steeples." 


AMERICAN COMMENTATOR SAU A SAUCER SAYS EARL NIGHTINGALE 

Chicago, Illlnois-The Vimana-Earl Nightingale, well-known TV personal¬ 
ity, reports that a very famous Am.erican commentator had been riding from 
the Uest to East Coasts aboard a olane X'/lth 61 other passengers when they 
observed several saucers trailing the ship on both sides. The pilot radio¬ 
ed ahead. Uhen the olane landed, the passengers were approached by agents 
of the FBI and told that they couldn't tell xtfhat they had seen. "Security" 
you knowl Of course, the comm.entator could say absolutedly nothing, but 
Nightingale said, "I'm not renorting that security, so I'm reoorting the 
incident. I know the man in question, but cannot repeat his name."

Ernest G-rates, automobile dealer, Is a substantial down-to-earth In¬ 
dividual with an acute sense of what's going on In the world.

Twenty-Nine Palms, California-Wlth all the seriousness of, for example, 
a meeting of brain surgeons, 1000 -persons March 12th opened the second 
annual Flying Saucer Convention. 

Like the wildflowers that bloom in this desert after the rain, the 
audience sprouted at a desolate spot called G-lant Rock Airport, 30 miles 
northwest of here. 

The gathering—it was officially called a "spacecraft convention"—was 
arranged by George Van Tassel, who operates the small airport but whose 
main preoccu-pation is with aerial crockery. 

Van Tassel, who also heads what he calls the "College of Universal 
Wisdom," had on hand a roster of speakers to tell of their out-of-thls~world 
experiences. 

Speakers Included George Adamski, who lives near Palomar and who co¬ 
authored THE FLYING SAUCERS HAVE LANDED; Mrs. Dana Howard of Desert Hot 
Springs, who wrote MY FLIGHT TO VENUS in which she recounts her "beautiful 
romance" with a Venusian named LeLando; Truman Bethurum of Redondo Beach, 
who authored ABOARD A FLYING SAUCER; Orfeo Angelucci of Glendale, who 
penned SECRET OF THE SAUCERS, and others. 

They all received a spacious welcome from an audience that drove and 
flew in. It was evident that most of the throng accepted unquestioningly 
the speakers' stories of their trips in flying saucers. 

If someone had announced that he had taken a cruise on a blood vessel, 
he might have elicited a tacit response. 

In his welcome. Van Tassel intoned a greeting "to our S'oace friends

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overhead; you may not se^"m the', hut they're there

He said flatly that "this is the greatest thing 
~~ in our recorded history." Desoite this, he sadly 

pointed out, the present gathering was much less than the 4000 earthlings 
who came last year. 

"And the reason for this," he thundered, 'is that there is a worldwide 
organization that is fighting us. Last night they barricaded our road and 
plugged up our sinks." 

Bethurum, the first speaker, urged the crowd 'not to be afraid if any¬ 
body calls you a screwball; the spacecraft are real." 

He said his contact with other-worldly aliens was vjlth a groun of 
human-looking men from a planet called Clarion." 

"The scientists don't know of any planet called Clarion, but it's,there 
all right," he said. 

Bethurum said the aliens he m.et w-ere all m,en except, for a lady captain 
named Aura Rhanes." They all spoke English they learned from our radios. 
These men, he said, wouldn't tell him their names "because they mingle 
among us to keep us from destroying ourselves with H-bombs." 

At this oolnt, a rumor floated about that two space neople were among 
the audience and that they were dressed in blue. 

Unfortunately, many persons were dressed in blue, so the visitors from 
space couldn't be found. 

Mrs. Howard, who claims she flew to Venus in a "gem-studded space 
ship," said she gave un her great love there because she wanted to bring 
Earth the Venusian message of a greater way of life. 

"I have been touched by the effulgent light," she said, "and my flight 
to Venus can change the destiny of human lives because it can help us create 
a torment-free world.." 

G-eorge Adamski' s contact, he related, was also with a Venusian, who 
introduced him. to a Martian and to a man from Saturn. 

Adam.ski said he met the soace ■oeonle 12 times and that they told, him, 
also in radio-learned English, that the Earth is tilting in a dangerous 

manner that may cause catastrophes. . ^ 

They were observing this tilt to see how it vjould affect the magnetic 

lines betvjeen the planets. 

Adamski, who said the Venusians live up to 1000 years, also stressed 
that they were friendly. 

"I asked them if they would use their magnetic ray on anybody Tvho 
tried to shoot them, down, and they said they would rather be killed than 
Ino.x’rn u.s 

On one space ship he was taken aboard, he said, he met some children 
who struck him "as being much better behaved and educated than our oxvn.' 

Last night, several people said, a task force of three saucers and a 
mother ship were seen hovering over the airport. But they made no attempt 
to land. One girl commented that "I would just love to meet them; I under¬ 
stand they're very handsome." 

Tonight, campfires and trailer lights speckled the airport mesa as 
many of the pilgrims laid over for the convention tomorrow. 

Apparently, they hadn't had enough.

To the Satisfaction of all but the most wistful space cultists, some 
90 per cent of all flying saucer sightings have been adequately explained 
away. They have been dismissed as odd-shaoed clouds, weather balloons, 
meteors, o'otlcal tricks of the atmosphere, birds and bugs, or such human 
failings as hallucinations, trick photography, and dirty eyeglasses. For 
the 1955 saucer season.

From time to time, he says, small violent eddies are generated in the 
air. Spinning at incredible speeds, they are, in effect, deformed tornadoes 
or slices from twisters. Whenever one of these Dornberger doughnuts gets 
revolving at five to seven timies the speed of sound, billions of air mole- 
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_ oules are ripped apart. In the process, their atoms

_ in high-speed wind tunnels. The atomic glow outlines 

the whirlpool to the eye; besides, the density of 
the vortex is sufficient to be apparent on radar. This doughnut would 
behave as a good saucer should during its brief life, climbing abruptly or 
making aerodynamically "impossible" turns. 

. . Dornberger admits that he does not remove the mystery from a final 1 
or 2 per cent of all saucer sightings. But, he says: "No one is going to 
convince m.e of visitors from space until they bring in one of those little 
guys and sit him on my desk."

The U.S. Air Force, active in its investigation of saucer reports for 
the past seven years, is currently turning its attention to the European 
alarms. Ninety percent of all reports, the Air Force recently stated, can 
be explained. But 10 percent can't, and it is these reports that are caus¬ 
ing many to wonder if the saucer "myth" may Indeed be fact.

STRANGE OBJECT SIGHTED OTIR PLATTSBURGH BY GROUND OBSERVERS 


Plattsburgh, New York-Plattsburgh Press-Republlcan-Plattsburgh has 
finally been visited by one of the strange flaring objects which have caused 
a rash of speculation throughout the country and the world. 

That was the story given by Jim Roddy, a member of the Ground Observer 
Corps Advisor^/' Council, WEAV news commentator, who together with observer- 
on dut^r Allen R. Roberts, Bridge Street, witnessed a strange sight in the 
sky early on the morning of April 9th.

It disappeared at an altitude of about 60,000 feet Roddy said. 

Roddy pointed out that t’ne strange otject was visible for about an 
hour, and that the Air Force center in Altanj'" had teen kept in touch writh 
developments all during that time.

I think one of the faults of my article on Adamskl 
was that I did not make it sufficiently clear that I was aware all along 
of this contradiction. For this reason I published, in the March NSivUS, 
letters from Leslie and a Dr. Benincasa, both pointing out Baker's original 
letter to me. 

"After reading the SENTINEL I was going to write you the above ideas, 
and point out in my own words that quite obviously (as I knew all along) 
Baker was either lying then or else he is lying now; there can be no dis¬ 
pute over the fact that his two statements contradict each other. However*, 
by happy chance I received a letter from Baker today, after a long silence 
on his part, and he clears up this point himself, and adds a few nev/ points 
also, which he had not mentioned before. I am enclosing a copy I made of 
part of his letter." 

(The first paragraphs of the second letter tell how Baker was given 
the cold shoulder at Van Tassel's recent Space Convention--ap'oarently be¬ 
cause of his recent revelations about Adamski.) 

"Here are several more facts added to those I gave you in the past; (1) 
Orfeo Angelucci published his "20th Century Times"'"after receiving guidance 
through 1/villiamson, . . . (2) Do you remember Hal Nelson v/hom I mentioned was 
present when Detwller brought photos tack to Palomar Gardens Cafe" He and 
his brother examined those Brownie photos on that day and asked George 
Adamski "What is that pole doing in the photo?"; to which he (Adamski) 
stated it v.^as to measure water in v/ell. The three of us v,-ent to v.rell--POLE 
WAS NOT THERE--but WAS in original photos. Did George Adamski destrojr 
those photos for a reason? Bec8.use all photos shovring POLS v/ere destroyed 
by Lucy McGinnis in fireplace with negatives, on advice from guidance., 

"Many people have asked me why I lied then Kim in original statement. 
The answer is simple. I was under the hypnotic influence of the same guid¬ 
ance, and George Adamski. My theory is that much of the spa.ceme.n theme on 
saucers is ADAMSKI PROPELLED. Observe the action of people who are follow¬ 
ers of him, or who are visibly impressed by him.

(3) Betty Baile'.' and Betty Williamson - both received 
automatic vfriting after aieeting him (i.s., mdamski); Betty Bailey became a 
medium. (4) Dr, C. Lauyhead - became a frequent listener and follower of 
krs. Martin, after visit with George Adamski, I cannot vouch for this tut 
believe his attitude was changed completely as a result of meeting with 
Adamski. (5) Jerrold Baker - spealiing for .myself, I had only a passive 
interest Vv'hich has since developed into a fulltime one, one v/hich impelled 
me to lie for something I deemed worthwhile, even thougdn I knew I luas 
lying. (6) Desmond Leslie - I know little about him, tut he impressed me as 
a capable, sincere saucer resee.rcher: tut did G.i.. change him? I know he 
did, tut can only assume the extent by his letter to me condemning my_ 
admittal of a hoax - instead of inquiry. Today, because the credibility of 
G.A. is in question, Desojond Leslie is apt to be "guilty by e^ssociation" - 
Therefore to protect himself he must support George - even if he does not 
place much respect in hi'm, because many go under the mistaken notion that 
to question him (Adamski) is to destroy saucers. I was under that spell . 
Howr many others are?"

Special Report: 

COME IN, JUPITER

In a meadov/ 20 miles up the Potomac from Washington, astronomers are 
tuned in to s. series of violent messages from Jupiter. It all started last 
summer when Carnegie Institution scientists began warming up a bizarre new 
radio telescope on a Senaca, Maryland, farm. Their receiver is a giant 
cross, nearly a half-mile vjide, made up of 128 interlinked TV-type antennas. 
The rig is designed to pick up faint emana/cions from interstellar hydrogen 
clouds, colliding galaxies, and other electronic hotspots of the heavens. 

But once or twice a week the Carnegie astronomers kept getting strong 
blasts of static, not unlike those that startle a home radio set during a 
thunderstorm. The bursts had no counterpart in the skinny catalogue of the 
youthful are of radio astronomy. 

"For a long time, \-ie thought it vras just the noisy spark plugs of some: 
farm hand driving home late 3.t night," sa.ys Dr. M.A. Tuve, the eminent 
physicist vrho heads the institution's Department of Terrestrial Magnetism, c 
"But by autumn we realized this farm hand v^as commuting on some kind of 
astronomical time." 

Two weeks ago they absolved the jalopy and put the blame squarely on 
Jupiter, which, it turns out, had been intruding itself across their tele¬ 
scope's extremely nar’rov/, low-frequency "beam". Last week, the telescope's 
tv/o keepers, Drs. Bernard F. Burke and Kenneth L. Franklin, made haste to 
break the news in an unscheduled report to the American Astronomical Society 
meeting in Princeton, N.J. Their hunch: The turbulent atmosphere of the 
la.rgest planet generates tremendous electrical storms povferful enough to 
jam their hypersensitive receiver--though much too vreak to disrupt a TV 
program. 
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Though scientists have eavesdropped on the radio songs of the sun and 
the moon regularly since the wartime boom in electronics, the jazz from 
Jupiter marked the first radio note from a planet. Oddly enough the music 
of this celestial sphere has a more Immediate practical aspect than most of 
the phenomena discussed by the astronomers in Princeton (Does the kilky 
Way have spiraling arms? Does Mars have a volcanic fallout?). Fuller 
understanding of Jupiter's weather, particularly its reaction to sunspots 
3-nd other solar upheavals, can be of enormous help in pinning down the role 
of the sun on ea^rthly storms.

THE N.^VY COhES UF WITH A REAL FLYING SiiUCSR

In a guarded area of the Hiller Helicopters plant at Palo Alto, Calif., 
two Collier's reporters recently saw a demonstration of a startling new 
flying machlne--a machine v/hose performamce is hard to believe even In a 
day when science has reduced so much of the unbelievable to the common¬ 
place. 

As we watched, Hiller test pilot Phil T. Johnston, hovering several 
feet In the air, moved a small ring-shaped platform forv/ard and tack and 
from side to side. There v/as no visible evidence of v/hat v/as keeping John¬ 
ston in the air. Only the staccato bark of engines indicated that here was 
no form of magic, tut a new and revolutionary flying device, forerunner of 
a possible series of exciting air vehicles unlike anything that has flown 
before. 

Because Hiller's flying platform bears such a marked resemblance to 
the flying saucers that have so captured public fancy, even an expert's 
first reaction as it rises from the ground is likely to be a mixture of 
sheer amazement and the urge to chuckle at so comic a concept. But make no 
mistake about it. The machine is a major aeronautical development, designed 
to prove in actual flight a theory of aircraft propulsion that may have a 
great influence on the design and performance of aircraft of the future. 

After v/e had arrived that morning, the machine had been readied for 
flight and test pilot Johnston climbed onto the machine and slid betvireen 
the metal supports of the crow's nest, standing upright in the center of 
the contraption on a v^ooden platform. 

The area was cleared. A mechanic leaned into the heart of the machine 
and pulled hard on a starting cable, as if he were starting an outboard 
motor. There was a sudden engine roar and blue exhaust smoke billowed out 
fro:' under the machine. The mechanic pulled another cable and a second 
engine barked into action. 

Using a small hand throttle, Johnston increased the pov/er of the en¬ 
gines. As the engine noise gained in bolume, the strange-looklng vehicle, 
surrounded ty the blue haze of its ov/n exha/asts, rose slov/ly and vertically 
off the ground, as though an invisible steel cattle were pulling it skyv/ard. 
^■itout eight feet up, Johnston reduced pov/er slightly and the flying platform 
hovered motionless. 

Then Johnston leaned forvrard, and the machine tilted slightly and 
began to move in that direction. He straightened up and the platform re¬ 
turned to its horizontal position and again hovered motionless. When John¬ 
ston leaned to the left, the machine obediently traveled leftward; when he 
shifted his weight in the opposite direction, the machine moved to the right. 
Finally, he reduced the povrer and the flyln-? platform settled slov/ly to the 
earth on its four telescopic legs. 

The flying platform, also known variously to those familiar w>lth it as 
the "flying motorcycle," "flying bathtub," "flying ring" and "flying what?", 
was built by Hiller under the direction of the Office of kkval Research, a 
group which is constantly exploring new scientific areas >/ith an eye toward 
increasing the tactical capability of the Navy and iiarine Corps. 

The platform has a wide range of potential applications, both military 
and civilian. It might provide a vehicle for assault troops in beachhead 
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attack; each rsn riding his own platforr. Sixilarl 3^5 
SPECIAL REPORT... troops equipped vilth the device could cross rivers, 

_ :aiake surprise attacks tehind enex\r lines, or patrol 

otherv/ise inaccessLble areas. 

jTind it is not inconceiva,ble tha.t it sight becoae the long-e.waited 
"airplane in every garage," v^hich never tsc3.me a ree^litjA because of the 
high cost of planes and helicopters. Simplicity is the keynote of the 
Hiiler-ONR machine, and simplicity means lower cost. Anyone with a sense of 
balance can learn to fly such a vehicle. If you've ever ridden a bicycle 
you're a platform pilot prospect. 

The propulsion principle it uses involves something known in the aero¬ 
nautical engineering world as the "ducted fan"—a propeller operating in a 
shallow cylinder, like amn ordinary electric fan. The prepeller sucks air 
through the flying platform, generating a downward thrust force which sup¬ 
plies vertical lift. In the case of the Hiller-ONR machine, there are two 
propellers, rotating parallel to the ground in opposite- directions, e^nd 
each propeller is driven by a separate engine. 

The shifting of the pilot's weight tilts the platform, changing the 
direction of the air stream so that it moves the machine horizontally. What 
happens if the pilot leans over too far? Nothing. The device can't be so 
overbalanced that it will capsize or plummet to ea^rtn; an inherent feature 
of the design, still secret, prevents that from happening. 

It must be stressed thmit the Hiller-ONR flying platform is only an 
experimental machine. It will be a long time before you find one on sale in 
a local showroom'. Nonetheless, those connected with the project are con¬ 
vinced that It has definite potential as a means of civilian transportation. 
The 'prssent imaxhine can csrrry "fuel enough for onl)^ about 20 'minutes flight, 
at a top speed of 35 miles per hour, but that performance can be increased. 
The first task is to make It "as safe as riding a bicycle." 

When foolproof, safe flight is achieved, the flying platform could be 
made available for commercial use at a. cost far below that of anything else 
that files. Unofficial estimates place the probable cost ran.c^e between 
.|1,000 and p2,500. On a high-production asseimbly-line basis, where platform 
aircraft could be "turned out like washing machines," the cost might come 
down as low a.s .;)500. 

ONR engineers are thinking in terms of much bigger aircraft. ^For 
exe.mple, the ducted-fan principle could be applied to a new type of heli¬ 
copter, using three,- four or lore units of greater horsepower to provide 
Lift, a.nd eli'minating the 'present compplicated rind costlj' rotor syste'i:. Such 
a helicopter might be either circular or elliptic".! in shape--a "flying 
saucer" or "flying cigar." 

The ducted fan m.lso has a potentiml application to ordi'oary transport 
aircraft. In one possible design, the -passenger catin v/ould be enclosed 
within the du.ct, or "ring v.^ing." Turbins engines of high horsepov-.rer would 
drive large propellers i'n much the same m:anner that the squall e'ngines drive 
the propellers of the Hiller-ONR flying platfor'm. The conventional wing, ; 
which has teen used for lift si’nce man first started glider experiments, 

'may be on the way out of the aviation picture. 

Fantastic, indeed, are these conce'pts of the future in the light of 
today's methods of air transportation. But is anything a:ore fantastic than 
the flying platform Itself? 

"The fact that this machine exists today," says Stanley Hiller, con¬ 
firms 'my belief that anything that 'man ca/n think of, man can do." END

LaPAZ, FIREBALL- CHAoER/ NEARLY ALWAYS ON THE MOVE 


by Steve Lowell 

Albuquerque; New Mexico-AP-If anybody every catches up with the fire¬ 
balls which are reported frequently over the Southwest, it's a good bet 
that Lincoln LaPaz vion't be far behind. 

What 3.re the fireballs? Nobod^^ knov/s for sure. And nobody wants to 
know .more than LaPaz, who runs, at the University of New Mexico, the only 
Institute of Meteoritics in the United States. 

LaPaz feels that while the reports have touched off controversy as well 
as sensa^tion, there has teen enough documentation to warrant a thorough 
investigation. And recently he has teen so busy tha.t it's hard for his 
family or anyone else to keep up v/ith him. 

This spring brought a nev/ rash of the reports, which over a period of 
years have been 'made by ranchers, bus drivers, airline pilots, state troop¬ 
ers, and persons in many other walks of life. 

During the^week beginning April 5, five fireballs were reported in New 
Mexico and two in Northern California, Mid-morning of April 5 brought many 
reports, although LaPa.z said it was finally concluded that only three ob¬ 
jects were involved. This, he said, was a record. 

Descriptions vary so widely that they could be applied to almost any¬ 
thing from an exploding star to a runav/ay traffic light. 

_They come by day and by night. Most often the fireballs are reported 
at night as yellow-green. But various other colors, including white, blue 
and red, creep into the descriptions. 

During the week of April 3, for example: 

Three men v/orking on a derrick near Oil Center, New Mexico, reported 
an object, which appeared to be about 12 inches across, exploded soundlessly 
only a few feet away. They found no fragments, but an airline pilot report¬ 
ed seeing apparently the sa'me object said it "definitely" exploded. 

^Four Albuquerque residents said they saw an object streak across the 
evening sky and disintegrate. One v/itness described it as as "bis: as a 
street light." 

Tower crewman at Oakland (California) International Airport reported an 
uniden 0 ified object so bright that a pilot thought it was a flare from an¬ 
other plane. 

LaPaz has found it hard to apply the hard, cold logic of 'maths natics 
in which he holds a Fh.D., in seeking to track down the reports. 

There's no definite v/ay to measure the size of the fireballs," he 
says. There’s nothing to compare them vMth side by side, the distance 
they are from the observer is unknown and no remains of any have been found'.' 

One theory is that the fireballs are a form of meteorites, but LaPaz 
says ciQ s sur© thsy rs not nor.TiS-1 niotGorites oscaus© th©y ar© not acco'Upa- 
nied by sound. 

"if you saw a falling meteorite the size of most of these fireballs the 
noise would scare you to death," he says. 

For th^ moment, at least, LaPaz is just plain stumped. He says he has 
no definite theory as to what the fireballs are. 

Air Force planes have occasionally been sent to search a.reas where 
fireballs were reported. 3o far they ha,ve found nothing, but a spokesman 
at Biggs Air Force Base, SI Paso, Texas, says the matter "is by no means 
closed. . 
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LaPaz has asked the putllc to notify the Institute of Meteoritics every 
time a fireball is spotted. And he spent the Faster holiday on a tour of 
areas where sightings had been reported. 

His unending chase has made LaPaz something of a legend in the South- 
vjest. For example, a Santa Fe newspaper recently published a cartoon with 
the tagllne; 

"a fireball was spotted last night with Dr. Lincoln LaPaz in close 
pursuit."

- Where do the flying saucers come from? 

- They could come from anywhere in space, but let us look over the 
possibility of planets in our own solar system. 

First there is Mercury, Venus, Earth, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, 
Neptune, and Pluto. Recently, another has been discovered, very close to 
the sun. It has been named, "Indiana". 

The most likely is Venus; it is referred to as Earth's twin. Its 
diameter is 7700 miles, its mass is 0,82, density 0.89, and sui’face gravity 
0*86, as compared to Earth. Its mean distance from the sun is 67,270,000 
miles as compared to Earth's 93,000,000 miles. Venus is alv/ays covered by 
an impenetrable cloud, so our observations of this body are never sharp. 
Different light frequencies have been tried, but they still cannot break 
through this atmosphere, even though under tost fa'^^orable conditions, when 
Venus approaches Earth to within 24,000,000 miles. 

The cloud could be co'mposed of cs.rbon dioxide, or it could mean the 
presence of water. I believe the dense atmosphere is to protect the pl'mnet 
from the radiation of the sun. This planet revolves about the sun in 224 
days, and undergoes the four seasonal changes. Now that we have found ther^ 
a home, let's see what else we ca.n measure out. 

- Do they have agriculture, and what do they eat? 

4 - Yes, we can assume they have farms, but not the way we picture 
them. The Venuslans are most likely vegetarians, raising food that would 
seem impossible to us. This is not saying, hovrever, that they don't raise 
animals.

The food is cooked in a matter of seconds by 
the use of radiant energy. 

^ - What do they do for a living, and do they have industries? 

4 Naturally, they must have jobs. What kind of a world would it be 
if no one worked--just sat s.round all day? They don't v;ork hard--more or 
less a push button world—mazes of electronic gear. They must have fac- 
toriest the saucers were made someplace. Consider the genius of works in 
the production of saucers; it must be high precision equipment to even 
attempt- the basic structure. 

- What kind of houses do they live in? 

- Their homes would probably a.maze us. Walk up to their front door, 
and by showing some certain object, the door would open. Immediately upon 
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entering there would be soft auslc and the fresh

Hopes would be heated by a, central hea.ting plant, located hundreds of 
xlles away. The hea.t is tr'ansxitted through space, in the form of radio 
waives, 0 . receiver changing It ba.ck to heat waves, a.galn. Maybe it's heated 
by solar energy. 

You would find no beds as we know the::. Instead, electro-xagnetIc 
waves holding you up to fit the contour of your body and producing heat to 
a.ny degree. 

There v/ould be no bathtubs or shov/ers. Their bodies v/ould be cleaned 
by high frequency sound v/aves; laundry the save wa.y. 3o::e of these things 
we have here on earth, but not nearly so perfect. 

They would be able to perform operations without cutting the skin. By 
turning certain lights on the body, it would break down the .r.olecular 
structure of the skin. doctor could reach In, by wearing a certain glove 

or instru.ent, and removing the bad part, turn the light off. The body 
would be healed In a matter of seconds. 

To better imagine this miracle, suppose they he^d a newly born baby 
that had trouble with its heart. Then let's assume a light that v;ould 
break down the structure of the skin would have to have a frequency of 
four quadrillion (4,000,000,000,000,000) cycles per second, but in order to 
breoli down the structure of the heart, its light frequency must be four and 
a half quadrillion cycles per second.

__ Reviewing Mr. Brenton's reasons, I find soTie 

’ that supposedly contradict present saucer theories. 

His first reason is contradicted by the report in the March Ipth 3BNTI- 
NEL of a Mexican saucer crash (pp. 6-7) and by other reports of saucer 
crashes such as a.re reported in BEHIND THE FLYING 3-*UGSRS by Franr bcully. 

I a.r able to find no sense at all in reason three. If the saucers are 
frou a planet within our solar syster, v/hy would they be any rore likely to 
contact us than those fror. another solar syster.. ^^Iso, if the saucers are 
earth-rade and secret devices of our government or Russia's, this certainly 
x-jould account for "no open contacts" because of the secrecy involved.

They spotted nothing until one day when they were about 500 miles out, 
not too far from .Intarctlca, about four o'clock on a very cleo.r afternoon-- 
the usual South Pacific weather, sunlight and a. few scattered clouds. 

.iS they were emerging from one of the few cloudbanks, the flier re¬ 
ceived the shock of his life. 

Flying parallel to them, only 100 feet awaj'', was an immense bullet¬ 
shaped craft! They were cruising at 190 miles an hour, and he estimated the 
other ship was doing perhaps 230 miles per hour. 

More than 200 feet long and about 30 feet in diameter, it seermed to be 
made of a dull but glistening blue-black metal.

,is I have not admitted anywhere to anybody, anytime, that It was a 
hoax, It Is uo to characters such as Wilkins, Leslie, Moseley, et al to 
put up or shut up. They've had a field day up to now because I have been 
so busy writing other books I haven't had tl.’Jie to bother with these schnooks. 
But I am serving notice, as of this moment, th3,t they retract their libels 
or hire the'mselves a good l3.wyer. 

The storj^ of TRUE a,nd Cahn is pediculous with libel, iiCtua,lly, it 
started out by Cahn coming to see me when out of a job, quite sure he could 
ma^ke 3 , million dollars in exploiting the flying saucer mystery. He subse¬ 
quently excepted v/h 3 ,tever TRUE v/ould give him. to spit on those who had be¬ 
friended hlmi. TRUE told the world It was going to publish the real facts of 
the little men. It allovred Cahn to spend 25,000 words throwing irrelevent 
mud around--ev6n to ad'mlttlng he vra.s s, self-confessed thlef--c?ond never did 
get to the little 'men. That''s how much you can believe TRUE. 

In assailing the personal lives and characters of two witnesses In¬

.iS for James ¥, Moseley, who lists himself as a writer, he did not make 
that claim when I first met him.

Moseley says he considers himself a "thorough investigator but who 
gg.ve him his credentials Is not established. He stoiTts out with "a PP£- 
uisposltion to disbelieve stories of, captured saucers-and little men." He 
makes the flat sta,tement that "Scully's book v/as 'thoroughly' (he loves that 
v/ord! ) discredited in a long article In TRUE maga.zine as elsewhere". He 
doesn't apparently like my use of Dr. G-ee but he covers his own tracks v/lth 
a "Mr. X" and a "Miss Y" and even a "Mr. Z". The TRUE article did not dis¬ 
prove anything Scully'wrote on little axn or flying saucers. It merely 
tried to hang a dubious business transaction in a totally unrelated field 
on two of the hundreds of persons I had quoted in BEHIND THE FLYING 3.iUCERS. 
In the "/aln I ge.ve credit v/herever it v/as possible to give it without kick¬ 
ing tack on the source. This didn't v/ork out as e. complete success, but no¬ 
body and I mean nobody has comx- up with proofs that the story as related 
didn't happen.
